WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. 

F President Roosevelt’s bud- 
[ect estimates are correct, in 

the fiscal year 1935, which 
ends June 30, the Government 
will collect only 43 cents for ev- 
ery dollar it spends. 

In the fiscal year 1936 the 
Government’s revenues are esti- 
mated at 47 cents for every dol- 
lar that will be spent. 

Every time a Federal dollar 
is spent in this fiscal year it is 
necessary for the Treasury to 
borrow 57 cents. Next year it 
will have to borrow 53 cents for 
every dollar that is spent.

NORMAN THOMAS

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Norman 
Thomas declared last night the 
Federal Government, if the Presi- 
dent’s proposal for public works is 


effected, “becomes the outstanding 
force in lowering the American 
standard of living.” 

In a critrcism of the President’s 
message, issued for himself and 
for the Public Affairs Committee 
of the Socialist party, Thomas de- 
clared: 

“It is now clear from every point 
of view that affects the welfare of 
the workers either of hand or 
brain that this is the most unsatis- 
factory of the President’s perform- 
ances, 

“While professing to uphold the 
principle of high wages for private 
employers, he breaks them down 
utterly and with them union or- 
ganization by his proposal that 
emergency work shall be done for 
what he calls a security payment. 

“This emergency work, mind you, 
is regular useful work, like the 
building of houses. If the Govern- 
ment puts 3,500,000 at such work on 
low wages, the Government itself 
becomes the outstanding destroyer 
of union, the outstanding force in 
lowering the American standard of 
living. However good the inten- 
tions of the President, he is putting 
us far on the road toward a Fas- 
cist regimentation of labor at low 
wages under Government control. 
This is no way to conquer de- 
pression.” 

The Socialist leader said ‘‘Roose- 
velc is now one of the most con- 
servative men in his party.” ar 


SUPREME COURT HEARS LAST 
SENATE CONTEMPT ARGUMENT 


Controversy Over Refusal of W. P. 
McCracken to Produce Evidence 
in Air Mail Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 — The 
Supreme Court today heard the 
close of oral argument in the ap- 
peal of the Senate for a recogni- 
tion of the authority, it claimed, to 
punish witnesses for contempt who 
refused to produce papers called 
for by Senate investigating com- 
mittees. 

The controversy arose when the 
Senate caused the arrest of Wil- 
liam P. McCracken, former As- 
sistant Secretary of Commerce, for 
failure to produce all the papers 
called for by the Senate Committee 
investigating air mail contracts. 

The argument was opened yester- 
day by the local United States At- 
torney, Leslie C. Garnett, for the 
Senate. Today Representative Sum- 
mers of Texas, chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee, insist- 
ed it was necessary that Congress 
have power to punish for contempt.

TROUBLE OVER SHIPS’ CREWS 


Longshoremen at Seattle Refuse 
to Unload Vessel Hiring 
Filipino Sailors.

. Department of Labor has asked 


the Longshoremen’s Labor Board 
in Seattle to investigate the 
threatened boycott by the Interna- 
tional Seamen’s Union against 
ships carrying partial Filipino 
crews. 

Longshoremen at Seattle last 
week refused to unload the sage- 
brush of the Shepard Steamship 
Co. unless that company agreed to 
use only white American citizens 
in its crew. The company said the 
union also threatened to tie up 
other ships. 

Labor Department officials said 
Filipinos who entered this country 
prior to last May were qualified 
to work wherever they could ob- 
tain employment, and that’ the 
union had no right to discriminate 
against them.

BARRING OF GOLD 
CLAUSE ARGUED I 
SUPREME COURT 


Attorney-General 
mings Appears for Gov- 
ernment in Litigation In- 
volving 69 Billions. 


ST. LOUIS CASE 
IS INVOLVED 


It Is That in Which Judge 
Faris Denied Bondholders 


$1.69 in Present Curren- 
cy for Each $1 Due.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Whether 


the United States can repudiate the 
gold clause in $25,000,000,000 of its 
own obligations and declare void the 
same clause in $75,000,000,000 of pri- 
vate indebtedness was argued today 


before .the United States Supreme 
Court. The question was considered 
of such importance by the adminis- 
tration that Attorney-General Cum- 
mings presented the principal argu- 
ment for the Government, 

The staggering sum of $69,000,- 
000,000 (paper dollars) is involved 
in the litigation, which represents 
the consolidation of various suits 
started in Missouri and New York 
Federal courts. The Missouri case 
related to the 30-year 4-per-cent 
first mortgage gold bonds of the St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Railway Co. Federal Judge Faris 
of St. Louis held that Congress was 
within its rights when it authorized 
the President to reduce the gold 
content of the dollar and declared 
gold clauses to be against public 
policy. 

$1.69 for Every Dollar. 

The Bankers’ Trust Co. and Wil- 
liam H. Bixby, trustees for the 
bonds, had claimed that the holders 
of the bonds should be paid in gold 
coin or its equivalent of the value 
of the gold coin in 1903, when the 
bonds were issued. If this view is 
upheld by the Supreme Court, debt- 
ors bound by gold clause would 
have to pay $1.69 in present cur- 
rency for every $1 owed on the gold 
basis. This would result from the 
valuing of gold at $35 an ounce in- 
stead of the old rate of $20.67. 

Applied to the $100,000,000,000 of 
gold clause bonds outstanding, the 
debt burdenjwould be increased to 
$169,000,000,000 in present-day paper 
money, 

In its voluminous brief the Gov- 
ernment said that the exact amount 
of the outstanding gold bonds was 
not known. The brief quoted Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s estimate that there 
were about thirty billions in Gov- 
ernment obligation and sixty or 
seventy billions in private bonds, 
but added that “the best estimate 
places the amount of such gold 
clause obligations at approximately 
one hundred billions.” 

Staggering Interest. 

The brief said that if the gold 
clauses were enforced the railroads, 
public utilities and basic industries, 
“whose rates are and must be in 
dollars,” would face widespread 
bankruptcy. 

“If,” the brief said, “we take the 
conservative estimate of the princi- 
pal amount of $75,000,000,000 of pri- 
vate obligations and assume an av- 
erage interest charge of 5 per cent, 
we find the annual interest payable 
in gold coin is $3,750,000,000. As- 
suming an average interest charge 
of 4 per cent on the approximately 
$25,000,000,000 principal amount of 
the public obligation, we find the 
annual interest payable in gold coin 
in respect of such gold clause obli- 
gation is $1,000,000,000. 

“Tf these debtors were now forced 
to pay the asserted equivalent of 
the dollar of the old standard, the 
debt burden on their gold-clause 
obligations would be increased by 
69.32 per cent. The increase in the 
annual interest payments on private 
gold-clause obligations alone would 
be about $2,600,000,000 annually, 
equivalent to a tax per year of 
more than $20 on every man, wom- 
an and child in this country. 

“This annual increase would be 
more than twice the total gross 
market value of all the cotton and 


all] the wheat grown in the United 


States in 1930, that amount being 
$1,191,451,000; one and a half times 
the estimated amount of the divi- 
dends and interest paid in the Unit- 
ed States in 1932, the latter amount 
being $1,642,000,000; or five times the 
amount of the total mortgage inter- 
est payments in 1932 on all farm 
mortgage debts, the latter amount 
being $510,000,000. This annual in- 
crease would be almost three times 
the amount of factory wages paid 
in 1932, the latter amount being 
$903,000,000.” 

The brief declared that those who 
were demanding payment in gold 
coin of the former weight or its 
equivalent were “seeking a wind- 
fall, not indemnity for loss.” 

“This potential increase in the 
debt burden” the brief continued, 
takes on added significance in the

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IN WRECK IN RUSSIA 


Soviet Officials Investigate 
Railroad Accident 130 Miles 
South of Leningrad.

MOSCOW, Jan. 8.—Sixteen per- 
sons were killed and 67 injured Sun- 
day in the collision of two express 
trains 130 miles south of Lenin- 
grad, it was learned today. 

Soviet officials in Leningrad are 
investigating the accident and per- 
sons held responsible for it will be 
shot. 

The dispatcher, other employes at 
the Torbine station, near where 
the wreck occurred, and many train 
men were arrested. They testified 
at a preliminary investigation held 
by the transport section of the Peo- 
ple’s Commissariat of Domestic Af- 
fairs, which established that one 
express passed a closed signal at 
the Torbine station and crashed into 
the preceding train.

OF H. P, COFFEE CO., ST. LOUIS 


Firm, Accused of Underselling Code 
Prices, Already Has Given 
Up Insignia, It Says.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The Na- 
tional Recovery Administration to- 
day ordered the H. P. Coffee Co. of 
Sts Louis to surrender its Blue 
Eagle insignia. The St. Louis com- 
pany, it was charged, had sold cof- 
fee below cost in violation of the 
coffee code. 


William H. Petring, president of 
the H. P. Coffee Co., 1000 Clark ave- 
nue, said the company had volun- 
tarily sent in its Blue Eagle Dec. 
28. 

“Our prices always were above 
our cost,” Petring said, “but they 
insisted on our maintaining prices 
at a fictitious high level. Conse- 
quently, we found it desirable to 
give up the Blue Eagle. 

“The only alternative was robbing 
the consumer and penalizing our 
small dealers.” 


Sanity Hearing Denied Defendant.

Judge William F. Blakeley, in Su- 
preme Court today, refused to ap- 
point a sanity commissicn to exam- 
ine Albert Fish.

BACK HIS $14,590 IF 
VERDICT IS GUILTY 


Acquittal of Hauptmann Would 
Require That Money Be Held 
for Bronx Trial

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh will get 
back at least $14,590 of the money 
he paid in his futile attempt to ran- 
som his kidnaped son, if Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann is convicted. 

That much of the $50,000 ransom 
was discovered by police in Haupt- 
mann’s Bronx garage. The State 
proposes to use the money as an 
exhibit at Hauptmann’s trial, in its 
efforts to convict him of the mur- 
der of the child. 

“The money is Col. Lindbergh’s,” 
said Attorney-General David § T. 
Wilentz. “We expect, naturally, to 
convict Hauptmann, in which event 
the ransom will be returned to the 
Colonel. Of course, should the jury 
acquit, the money will be returned 
to Samuel J. Foiey, Bronx District 
Attorney, for use in the trial of the 
Bronx extortion indictment against 
Hauptmann.”

Edward J. Reilly, defense counsel, 
objected, and ‘before the point 
could. be argued, Hochmuth de- 
clared: “He’s the man between the 
State trooper and the man in the 
white shirt.” 

Nevertheless, he was allowed to 
step down and make more positive 
identification. He approached 
Hauptmann gingerly, placed his 
hand on his shoulder and quickly 
withdrew it. Hauptmann shook his 
head, 

Later in the day, John Perrone, 
New York taxicab driver, identified 
Hauptmann as the man who gave 
him one dollar to deliver a note to 
Dr. John F, Condon (Jafsie) in 
March, 1932. 

Perrone, at the request of the At- 
torney-General, walked over to 
Hauptmann and slapped his hand 
on Hauptmann’s shoulder and said: 
“That’s the man.” 

“Liar,” Hauptmann Says. 

“You're a liar,” Hauptmann 
mumbled. 

His voice was so low it was 
heard only by a few newspaper 
men and his counsel. Reilly at- 
tempted to get the reply into the 
record, but Attorney-General Wil- 
enz objected on the ground it was 
not heard by _ the official court 
stenographer. The court ruled the 
record would stand without the 
declaration for the present, but 
Reilly might offer newspaper men 
later as witnesses in an effort to 
insert the reply in the record. 

Dr. Condon came into the court- 
room for the first time late this 
afternoon. 

The trial was adjourned for the 
day at 4:24 p. m. 

Trembles as He Testifies. 

Hochmuth trembled violently as 
he gave his testimony. His shaky 
voice was almost inaudible, but he 
managed to tell that he saw a car 
swing into the Lindbergh lane at 
Hopewell on the night of the kid- 
naping and stop briefly. 

“Do you remember the color of 
that car?” Wilentz asked him. “Yes, 
a dirty green,” he said. 

Hochmuth was a surprise wit- 
ness. His name was not distinctly, 
called and few knew who he was.

light of the already existing burden 
of long-term debt service. In 1929, 
our national income was estimated 
at over 80 billion dollars. By 1932 
this had shrunk 50 per cent, but 
the annual service on the debts re- 
mained fairly constant.” 

Referring to the effect of an ad- 
verse devision on Government obli- 
gations and on relief measures, the 
brief said: “The annual increase in 
the interest payments on an estimat- 
ed $25,000,000,000 principal amount 
of gold clause obligations of the Fed- 
eral Government, the states, and 
municipalities, would be, at the 
assumed average rate of 4 per cent, 
$695,200,000. In the case of the 
Federal Government alone, where 
the average interest rate is about 
3% per cent, the increase in the 
annual service charge on the ap- 
proximately $20,000,000,000  prin- 
cipal amount of debt outstanding on 
Jan. 31, 1933, would be nearly one- 
half billion dollars. 


Where the Burden Would Fall. 

“While the added burden of an 
increased debt charge would fall 
heavily on many municipalities al- 
ready faced with the severe prob- 
lem of decreased income without a 
corresponding decrease in funded 
charges, it would fall most heavily 
on private corporations and indi- 
viduals. In the case of the home 
owner and farmer with a gold 
clause mortgage, the relief sought 
for them and for the depositors 
and investors in institutions holding 
their mortgages by such acts as 
the Emergency Farm Mortgage act 
of 1933, the Home Owners’ Loan 
act, and the Federal Farm Mort- 
gage Corporation act would be de- 
feated.

In the brief of Norman C. Nor-

“Could anyone assert,” the brief

This brief, which advanced many 
political as well as legal arguments, 
insisted that the amount of gold 
bonds outstanding had influenced 
the administration.

not have been deemed substantial. 
It would then have followed that 
such obligations could exist, and, 
therefore, were not part of the 
money power of Congress. Ergo, 
the relation of the obligation to the 
money power of Congress depended 
upon the degree to which its power 
to increase or diminish the .gold 
content was inconvenienced.” 

This brief declared that a deci- 
sion against the Government might 
mean only a return to the old 
weight gold dollar. 

“What may happen as a result 
of such revaluation one can only 
guess,” the brief said. “... The 
closest agreement seems to be that 
the monetary policies of the pres- 
ent administration are unwise and 
that the standard unit of the mon- 
etary system should never have 
been tampered with. The common 
core of such thought is that the 
administration attempted to raise 
price levels and to vie against for- 
eign depreciated currencies by re- 
ducing the weight of the standard 
dollar. The objection is that such 
a policy is fallacious and leads to 
great uncertainty in credit.”

BRITISH TANKER 1S THOUGHT 
TO HAVE SUNK IN PACIFIC 


Another Vessel Sights Large Quan- 
tities of Oil Near Spot Where 
Last Reported. 
By the Associated Press. 
SAN PEDRO, Cal., Jan. 8.—Fear 
that the missing British oil tanker 
La Crescenta went down with its 
crew of 25 to 30 in a Pacific storm, 
was raised by a wireless message 
from another tanker, the Athel- 
beach, yesterday. 
The Athelbeach reported sighting 
large quantities of oil floating 900 
miles northeast of Hawaii in the 
area from where the La Crescenta 
was last heard. Many storms have 


recently. 

Bound for Japan with 62,421 bar- 
rels of crude oil, the La Crescenta 
sailed from Port San Luis Obispo, 
Cal., Nov. 24, and was due in Japa- 
nese waters Dec. 25. It was last 
reported Dec. 20. 

The La Crescenta was a 400-foot, 
5880-gross ton vessel operated by 
Harris & Dixon, Ltd., of London, 
being one of the many tankers 
handling heavy importations of oil 
for Japanese interests. Capt. Up- 
still was the master.

SET-UP 1S ABOLISHED 


Republican Acting Governor 
by Proclamation Wipes 
Out the Aet. 


By the Associated Press. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 8—Acting 
Gov. Clifford R. Powell, a Repub- 
lican, whose six-day term ended to- 
day, abolished by proclamation yes- 
terday the State Industrial Recov- 
ery Act which he said was driving 


“business out of the State.” 

Powell, who as Senate president 
automatically became Acting Gov- 
ernor last Thursday when A. Harry 
Moore, a Democrat, resigned to 
take his seat in the United States 
Senate, surprised legislators by 
what he termed his “drastic action.” 

In a statement explaining his 
move, he said that although it 
might cause confusion, “the general 
welfare of the citizens of this State 
will best be served by removing the 
tentacles of the State Recovery Ad- 
ministration from business.” 

“The interference with and con- 
trol of business assumed by the 
State Administration,” he said, “has 
been far beyond the power intended 
by the Legislature in adopting the 
State Industrial Recovery Act. Ex- 
orbitant assessments have been 
levied on business to provide the 
payroll and fancy expense accounts 
of code officials and employes. In- 
terference with legitimate business 
has, in many cases, approached the 
racket stage. Price fixing activi- 
ties have, in many instances, proved 
well-nigh confiscatory.” 

No Longer an Emergency. 

Powell asserted in his proclama- 
tion that inasmuch as the NIRA is 
“in full and complete force and 
operation,” the emergency upon 
which the New Jersey Recovery 
Act was based “no longer exists.” 

The proclamation wiping out 
State codes followed a year of con- 
troversy which resulted in many 
conferences of State and Federal 
officials seeking to harmonize code 
differences. 

Powell himself had introduced a 
resolution in the State Senate for 
a legislative investigation of the ad- 
ministration of State codes. The 
investigating committee reported 
administrative costs of the 17 State 
code authorities was about $741,000, 
but did not recommend their aboli- 
tion. 

The State authorities took to 
court the case of Joseph Maged, the 
Jersey City tailor, who pressed a 
suit for a few cents less than the 
code minimum. He was sentenced 
to jail but reprieved when he 
promised to abide by regulations. 

“Personnel Mainly Leeches.” 

Powell said that while there are 
many honest and sincere persons 
engaged in the administration “the 
personnel is mainly composed of 
leeches, who are growing fat at 
public expense.” 

“The annual payroll, amounting 
to hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars,” he said, “is crowded with in- 
dividuals seeking to feather their 
own nests. I have no regrets at 
prying them off the payroll.” 

He said the resources of citizens 
had been taxed to provide “exhorbi- 
tant salaries” for employes and di- 
rectors of code authorities, and 
that the cost of living had been 
forced up. 

Codes governed the following in- 
dustries: Laundry, retail solid fuel, 
auto rebuilding, cleaning and dye- 
ing, retail fuel oil, coat and suit, 
household goods storage and mov- 
ing, wholesale and retail grocery, 
lumber, automotive maintenance ga- 
rage, structural steel, retail rubber 
tire, retail drug, barber shop, flat 
glass, beauty shop, and retail meat. 

The New Jersey Industrial Re- 
covery Act, approved Sept. 5, 1933, 
was designed “to provide for the 
co-operation of this State with the 
Federal Government in effectuating 
the policies” of the NIRA. 


HELD FOR KILLING POLICEMAN 


Pennsylvania Prisoner Said by Of- 
ficers to Have Confessed.

— A 
confession that he killed Police- 
man Robert W. Probst has been 
obtained from Harry Mayo, 24 
years old, arrested in Philadelphia 
last week, District Attorney Henry 
M. Hipple announced last night. 
The police identified the _ suit 
Mayo was wearing, by a mark on 
the waist band, as one belonging 
to C. L. Dondo, University of Cali- 
fornia professor. The suit was 
stolen from a trunk at Bellwood 
freight station two days after Mayo 
had escaped from Mifflin County 
jail. This led to Mayo’s confession 
that he shot Probst when the lat- 
ter surprised him robbing a Lock- 
haven store. 


WHY ‘ELECTRIC EYE’ FLASHED 


‘Weapon’ on Trusty Turns Out to 
Be Shoe Horn.

‘DISTRIBUTION OF INCOME 
BAROMETER OF PROGRESS’ 


So Declares Dr. Harold G. Moulton, 
President of Brookings 
Institution. 

By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 8.—The 
distribution of a nation’s income 
is a barometer of its progress, says 
Dr. Harold G. Moulton, President 
of Brookings Institution, Washing- 
ton, in outlining some of the lat- 
est researches into the factors that 
bring about business changes. 

Speaking last night at a dinner 
of the Maurice and Laura Falk 
Foundation, which is co-operating 
with Brookings Institution, Dr. 
Moulton said research has shown 
that concentration of income in a 
few hands leads to restricted de- 
mand for goods and thus in re- 
duced production. 

“The expansion of capital goods 
in the form of a plant, equipment 
and other material instruments of 
production, upon which economic 
progress depends,” he said, “is pro- 
fouldly affected -by the way in 
which the income of society is dis- 
tributed. Our investigations show 
that the bulk of national savings is 
made by those in the higher in- 
come brackets, so that a very un- 
equal division of the nation’s in- 
come brings about a larger total 
savings. 

“They also show that when the 
flow of money into savings chan- 
nels is large, relatively, to the flow 
of money into consumption chan- 
nels, the transformation of money 
savings into capital equipment is 
held in check by the restricted de 
mand for consumption goods.”

COMMUNISTS FROM BALLOT 


Copies of Proposed Legislation by 

States Sent to Organization’s 

58 Departments. 
By the Associated Press. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. & — 
Homer L. Chaillaux, director of the 
Americanism commission of the 
American Legion, has mailed to the 
58 departments of the organization 
copies of a proposed measure seek- 
ing to bar the Communist party 
from ballots of the various states. 

“The Miami convention mandated 
you to prepare the necessary law 
for passage in your state to bar the 
Communist party from the ballot 
hereafter,” Chaillaux stated in a 
letter which accompanied the model 
bill. 

The bill follows: 

“No political party shall be rec- 
ognized and given a place on the 
ballot which advocates the over- 
throw by force or violence, or which 
advocates or carries on a program 
of sedition or of treason by radio, 
speech or press, of our local, state 
or national government. No newly 
organized political party shall be 
permitted on the ballot until it has 
filed an affidavit by its officers, 
under oath, that it does not advo- 
cate overthrow of local, state or 
national government by force or 
violence, and that it is not affiliat- 
ed in any way with any political 
party or organization, or subdivi- 
sions of organizations, which does 
advocate such a policy by radio, 
speech or press.”

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SYRIAN NATIONALISTS 
OPPOSE FRENGH RULE 


Campaign of Harassment Car- 
ried on— Country Is in 
Turmoil. 


By the Associated Press. 

BEIRUT, Syria, Jan. 9.—Eco- 
nomics must come before politics 
in making a modern state of Syria, 
French authorities say, but against 
this policy the Nationalist opposition 
raises every possible obstacle, keep- 
ing the country in a turmoil. 

The Nationalist minority, which 
rules in the Syrian Parliament, car- 
ried its tactics of obstruction to 
such lengths that the French High 
Commissioner, Count Damien de 
Martel, suspended that body sine 
die on Nov. 4. 

In taking this action, he said “the 
opposition insisted that the econom- 
ic question cannot be settled be- 
fore the political problem. Thus, 
while saddling the Syrian Govern- 
ment and the mandatory power 
with responsibility for the crisis, 
they deprive them of the possibility 
and contest their right to meet it.” 

Won’t Recognize France. 

Protests and objections went up 
from the Nationalists. The Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies, 
Soubhi Bey Berekat, sent a long let- 
ter to the High Commissioner tell- 
ing him “the country will not be 
involved by the acts of a Govern- 
ment it does not recognize.” 

Well organized and active, the 
Nationalists are carrying on a cam- 
paign of semi-passive resistance and 
protests against actions of the 
French authorities. 

In Damascus, principal storm cen- 
ter, merchants closed their stores 
and women marched in a National- 
ist parade on the day the suspend- 
ed Parliament should have met. 
Several women were jailed, giving 
the Nationalists an opportunity to 
try to enlist five Moslem Kings in 
support of their cause. The mon- 
archs were invited by telegram to 
intervene against the arrest of Mo- 
hammedan women and their trial 
by French courts. 

Two Prisoners Released. 

The homecoming at Aleppo of 
two Nationalists, Sadallay Bey Dja- 
bri and Dr. Hassan Bey Katrag- 
hassi, on their release from prison, 
was made the occasion of another 
display of animosity. They served 
six months’ imprisonment on a 
charge of inciting the crowd to ex- 
plode bombs and invade the grand 
mosque during the visit of the Syri- 
an President and the Premier last 
May. 

Djermil Mardam Bey, well-known 
Nationalist leader, and large dele- 
gations from Damascus and Leba- 
non assembled to cheer the released 
prisoners at the prison gates. 
Troops and police were mobilized in 
the expectation of trouble, and the 
demonstration was broken up, 30 
persons being arrested. 

Meanwhile the French authorities 
are working to remedy the _ eco- 
nomic situation. One of the prob- 
lems is the distress in the great 
Hauran plain, near the Palestine 
border. Through crop failures, the 
constant influx of Jewish labor in 
Palestine, which previously em- 
ployed Syrians, and the lack of ir- 
rigation, farmers are reduced to 
dire straits. French authorities 
plan to build warehouses to store 
farm produce until it can be mar- 
keted, to distribute good seeds and 
to irrigate the Tell-Chahab district. 


15 Billion Stamps Sold in Year.

Postoffice Department sold 15,872,-

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NEW REVIEW GRANTED 
IN SCOTTSBORO CASt 


U. S. Supreme Court Again to 
Pass on Appeals of 
Two Negroes. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINCTON, Jan. 8—For the 
second time, tne United States Su- 
preme Court decided yesterday to 
review the findings of the Ala- 
bama courts in tae cases of two Ne- 
groes accused of attacking two 
white women almost four years ago 


near Scottsboro, Ala. 


Originally nine Negroes were 
charged with the offense. One was 
acquitted, however, and one was 
freed because of his youth. Of the 
seven others, two have been con- 
victed and sentenced to death. Five 
others await trial. 

The case arose from the accusa- 
tions of two white women, clad in 
overalls, who were riding a freight 
train from Tennessee into Alabama. 
The women said the Negroes threw 
off several white men who also 
were on the train. 

After Alabama courts convicted 
seven of the Negroes and sentenced 
them to death, the United States Su- 
preme Court set aside their convic- 
tion and ordered a new trial, saying 
the Negroes had been denied prop- 
er counsel. A change of venue and 
separate trials followed. 

Clarence Norris and Haywood 
Patterson, convicted again, said 
they were indicted by and tried be- 
fore juries from which Negroes had 
been systematically excluded be- 
cause of race and color. The State 
Supreme Court ruled that the evi- 
dence did not prove this. 

Norris and Patterson in their ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court raised the same _ constitu- 
tional questions. Their cases will 
be reached for oral argument in 
February or March and meantime 
the death sentences will be sus- 
pended. 


“Great Victory,” Says Secretary of 
International Labor Defense. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8—The _  Su- 
preme Court’s decision to review the 
convictions of two Negroes in the 
Scottsboro case was termed by 
Anna Damon, acting national sec- 
retary of the International Labor 
Defense, last night “a great vic- 
tory.” 

“It is another step forward in our 
fight to win complete and uncondi- 
tional freedom for these nine inno- 
cent boys,” she said. 


HERMAN TIPTON DEMANDS 
JURY IN SPEEDING TRIAL 


Case Set for Jan. 18 After Fourth 
Continuance in Police 
Court. 

Herman Tipton, reputed leader of 
the Cuckoo gang, demanded a jury 
trial today when the _ speeding 
charge against him was called up 
for the fourth time in Police Court. 
Judge Simpson ordered the trial 
held Jan. 18, when Tipton’s attor- 
ney, Sigmund Bass, agreed to post 
bond for the costs. 

Tipton was arrested at 1:10 a. m. 
last Nov. 14, charged with driving 
his automobile at 60 miles an hour 
on South Kingshighway between 
Arsenal street and Fairview ave-| 
nue. Including today’s continuance | 
there have been four postponements 
for the defense. 

His name was omitted from the | 
docket at the last setting of the | 
case, but was restored when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter called atten- 
tion to the omission. The clerk in 
charge of preparation of the docket 
said the information against Tipton | 
had been mislaid. 


MAN WHOSE BOND JOE LASKY 
SIGNED WANTS TO BEGIN TERM 


Jack G. Edwards Decides to Go to | 
Reformatory Pending 
Appeal. 

Jack G. Edwards, former oper- 
ator of an employment agency for | 
waitresses, decided today to begin 
serving his sentence of two and a 
half years in the Federal Reform- 
atory at El Reno, Ok., for mail 
fraud, rather than wait in the City 
Jail for his appeal to be heard. 
Edwards, who had been at liber- 
ty on an appeal bond, has been 
unable to furnish new bond since 
he was rearrested Dec. 20 when 
District Attorney Blanton canceled 
the bond signed for him by Joe 
Lasky on the ground that it was 

worthless.

Concordat Between France and 
the Vatican. 
VATICAN CITY, Jan. 8.—Foreign 
Minister Pierre Laval of France 


reached an agreement with Pope 
Pius yesterday which prelates said 
may reunite state and church. 

The Pope and the French envoy 
are thought to have discussed a 
possible formal concordat between 
France and the Vatican. Laval was 
understood to have discussed this 
and other points with Eugenio Car- 
dinal Pacelli, Secretary of State for 
the Vatican, at a formal call. 

After many years of anti-cleri- 
calism in France, diplomatic nego- 
tiations were resumed with the 
Vatican in 1920. In the interven- 
ing 15 years relations have been 
friendly except for a brief break 
during the premiership of Edouard 
Herriot. But there has been no 
concordat to put these relations on 
a formal] basis. 

Laval was received at the Vati- 
can with great pomp and ceremony, 
being the first French statesman 
to visit the Holy See since 1870. 
The conversation, lasting 50 min- 
utes, was described as most cordial 
and productive of settlement of sev- 
eral differences formerly existing.

OIL MEN PREDICT 
COLLAPSE OF PRIGES 


Some Operators Expect Break 
in 48 Hours as Result of 
Court Decision. 


By the Associated Press. 

TULSA, Okla., Jan. 8.— Midcon- 
tinent oil men are watching for 
the reaction to the Supreme Court 
oil decision. 

Possible trouble was forecast in 
the crude price structure and in 
the refining branch of the indus- 
try. Already, unofficial said, tank 
cars were being loadea with “hot” 
oil in the East Texas area. 

The status of the Federal Board, 
credited with stopping the “hot” 
oil movement interstate, was in 
doubt. 

Price Collapse Forecast. 


A number of oil men predicted 
the crude price structure would not 
hold up more than 24 to 48 hours, 
although less pessimistic operators 
said that a cut before the end of 
the week was improbable. 

Crude oil for a year and a half 
has held to a $1-a-barrel level. This 
was threatened only once before, in 
October, 1934, just before the ten- 
der board became active and 
stopped “hot” oil shipments out of 
Texas. 

Governor-elect James V. Allred 
of Texas and members of the State 
Railroad Commission, the oil regu- 
latory agency, declared the deci- 
sion would not affect the statutory 
powers of that body. 

The decision was characterized 
by F. W. Fisher, counsel for the 
Panama Refining Co., which car- 
ried the case to the Supreme Court, 
as “a great victory for the people 
and to all business. ... The State 
has ample power to prevent illegal 
oil from reaching the interstate car- 
rier.” 

“Great Blow to Proration.” 

Describing the decision as a 
“great blow to proration,” Carl 
Estes, Longview (Tex.) publisher, 
said the people of Texas “will not 
tolerate the ‘law of the jungle’ 
in East Texas again.” 

E. W. Marland, Governor-elect of

V. W. Quarternik Released on 
Bond After Admitting He 
Stole $4000 of Funds. 


Victor W. Quaternik, who surren- 
dered to police yesterday and con- 
fessed he had stolen $4000 fg0m a 
credit union of fellow employes of 
International Shoe Co., was released 
last night on $10,000 bond. 

An audit of the books of Quater- 
nik, who was treauser of the em- 
ployes’ credit union at the Hickory 
street plant of the shoe company, 
was begun after he had made his 
statement to police, and will be 
completed within three days. The 
evidence will then be presented to 
the Circuit Attorney. 

Christ Selzer, 4170 Rosa avenue, 
president of the credit union, was 
confident the shortage would not 
cripple the organization. He ex- 
pected that $1000 would be recov- 
ered on Quaternik’s bond, and said 
the union had $15,000 in loans out- 
standing. 

The credit union, a co-operative 
venture in which employes of the 
shoe factory invested their savings 
and from which they could obtain 
small loans when needed, was vr- 
ganized in May. 1932. Quaternik 
had been treasurer from the start. 

For 16 years an employe of the 
International Shoe Co., Quaternik 
was employment manager for the 
sole leather department at the 
Hickory street plant. He is 32 
years old, and lives at’3802 Arsenal 
street with his wife and two chil- 
dren. Formerly he played base- 
ball in the Municipal Leagues, and 
later he was umpire and manager 
in a Y. M. C. A. league. 

Of his own accord yesterday 
morning Quaternik went to the 
Magnolia Avenue Police Station 
and told Capt. Dineen that he was 
short about $4000 in his accounts. 
He said he had been taking’ the 
credit union’s funds since last June 
and had lost the money betting on 
horse races. He had made up his 
mind to confess, he said. because 
his conscience bothered him. 


CITY TO SEEK $356.000 
FOR CARE OF THE INSANE 


Legislature Will Be Asked for De- 
ficiency Appropriation to Cover 
1933-34 Claim. 

The Legislature will be asked by 
the city to pass a deficiency appro- 
priation of $356,549 for a claim of 
care of the insane by the city at $8 
a month each during 1933-34. Comp- 
troller Nolte asked City Counselor 

Hay yesterday to draft the Dill. 

A law passed in 1931 provided for 
payment of $8 a month by the State 
for each insane patient cared for in 
a local sanitarium. The 1933 Legis- 
lature appropriated $50,000 for this 
purpose for St. Louis for the period 
from July 1, 1933, to Dec. 31, 1934. 
Payment of that amount has not 
been made, but was approved Satur- 
day by the board of managers of 
State Eleemosynary Institutions. 
The deficiency bill would represent 
the balance for the biennium. 

Nolte also will ask the Legisla- 
ture to appropriate $650,000 for a 
similar purpose for 1935-36.

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MRS. VANDERBILT ASKS 
FOR $52,000 A YEAR 


Says She Needs Money to 
Maintain Self and Family 
in Standards of Family. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Mrs. Gloria 


Morgan Vanderbilt estimates it will 
cost her just short of $52,000 this 
year for her 10-year-old daughter, 
Gloria, and herself to live according 
to the standards of the Vanderbilt 


family. 

Mrs. Vanéderbilt’s proposed budget 
for the year will te submitted to 
Surrogate James A. Foley tomorrow 
and indications are that it will be 


approyed. 

A copy was given yesterday to 
Thomas B. Gilchrist, co-guardian of 
the child’s $3,000,000 estate, who 
made it public with the announce- 
ment that he would not oppose it. 


The estimate for the year totals 
$51,910, of which $3600 is provided 
to employ two detectives to guard 
the heiress on the 89 separate days 
and during July, when Mrs. Vander- 
bilt will have her daughter with her 
under a court ruling. The mother 
estimates the cost of each detective 
at $15 a day. 

Included also in the estimate is 
the $12,000 personal allowance Mrs. 
Vanderbilt has been receiving. Out 
of this will come the $3000 yearly 
allowance she has announced she 
will pay her mother, Mrs. Laura 
Kilpatrick Morgan, although the 
mother opposed her in her recent 
efforts to gain full custody of the 
heiress. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt estimates the 
expense of maintaining her home at 
49 East Seventy-second street, in- 
cluding $500 a month rent, at $9240. 
Eight servants, among them a gov- 
erness for Gloria, will cost $9420.

Dr. J. H. Mathews of Wiscon- 
sin U., Addresses American 
Chemical Society.

Unusual instances of how the lab- 
oratory detective may aid in solv- 
ing crimes were related yesterday 
by Dr. J. H. Mathews, head of the 
chemistry department of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and ballistics’ 
expert for the State in numerous 
criminal trials in Wisconsin during 
the last 10 years. 

Dr. Mathews lectured last night 
before the American Chemical So- 
ciety at the St. Louis University 
School of Medicine. He visited po- 
lice headquarters yesterday after- 
noon, 

The Gonzalez test, which deter- 
mines whether or not a person has 
recently fired a pistol, was used by 
Dr. Mathews last year in gathering 
evidence which resulted in the con- 
viction of three murderers of two 
farmers at Beaver Dam, Wis. 

Test Is Described. 
Gonzalez, Mexico City criminol>- 
gist, discovered that when a pistol 
is fired, powder particles are blown 
back into the skin of the hand, and 
are not removed by ordinary was5- 
ing. Under his method, melted 
paraffin is poured on the hand, re- 
moved when dry, then peeled off 
and spread flat. It draws out any 
powder particles in the skin. A 
chemical reagent, usually diphenyl 
benzidine, is then applied to the 
paraffin. If any nitrate is present, 
the paraffin turns a brilliant indigo 
blue in those spots. 

Although the test was at first be- 
lieved applicable only within 48 
hours after the firing of the pistol, 
in the Wisconsin case Dr. Mathews 
discovered the powder particles in 
the right hands of two of the sus- 
pects nine days after the murder. 
He has used the test to establish 
that persons found shot to death 
committed suicide. 

Metallographic analysis of three 
steel pieces of a bomb which killed 
a woman at Marshfield, Wis., in 
1922 was used by Dr. Mathews to 
form part of the evidence which re- 
sulted in a life sentence for the 
suspect. 

After being highly polished, the 
steel pieces were etched with a 
chemical reagent to bring out the 
crystal structure. This structure 
matched exactly that of a piece of 
steel found in the suspect's shop. 
As no two separately manufactured 
pieces of the metal have the same 
crystalline structure, that proved 
the bomb was made from the steel 
section found in the shop, Dr. 
Mathews declared. That was the 
only time he knew of the method 
being used in a criminal case. 

Knife Marks On Wood. 

In another case two years ago, 
Dr. Mathews built up a case against 
a Suspect in the murder of a trapper 
by knife marks on the wood of a 
screen of boughs from behind which 
the assassin fired. 

No knife is perfectly sharp, Dr. 
Mathews said, illustrating with mi- 
croscopic photographs that even a 
razor which seems sharp shows 
numerous nicks when highly mag- 
nified. When drawn through wood, 
especially a green piece, a knife 
leaves grooves and ridges corre- 
sponding to the nicks in its blade. 
In the case of the trapper’s murder, 
a knife was found in the cabin of 
the suspect. Dr. Mathews took 100 
microscopic photographs of the 
grooves it left in wood, and finally 
succeeded in matching the grooves 
perfectly with those left in the wood 
used in the assassin’s screen. 

“I’m not able to tell you that a 
conviction was obtained in that 
case, however,” Dr. Mathews said. 
“The trapper killed had a bad repu- 
tation, and the jury had no choice 
but to send the defendant to the 
penitentiary for life if they con- 
victed nim. So they acquitted 
him,” 

Dr. Mathews is also the orig- 
inator of a method of presenting 
photographs of firing pin marks on 
stereoscopic slides so that jurors 
may see them in three dimensions.

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ABBOT OF TRAPPIST MONKS 
BURIED WITHOUT A COFFIN 


Ceremony in Mongstery Graveyard 
in Kentucky; Body Covered 
With Earth by Hand. 

By the Associated Press. 

GETHSEMANE, Ky., Jan. 8.— 
The body of the Rt. Rev. Edmond 
M, Obrecht, abbot of our Lady of 
Gethsemani and superior adminis- 
trator of the Trappist monks in the 
United States and Canada, was laid 
in the earth without a coffin in the 
little graveyard of the Trappist 
monastery here today, the cus- 
tomary burial for a member of that 
order. 

A hard rain was falling as the 
monks lifted the body of the §82- 
year-old abbot from a simple wood- 
en bier, lowered it into the grave 
and carefully covered it with earth, 
handful by handful. Once the body 
was covered with earth by hand, 
spades were used to complete the 
task. 

A distinguished array of Catholic 
dignitaries and laymen attended the 
simple burial. It followed immedi- 
ately after the service of absolution 
had been conducted by the Rt. Rev. 
John A. Floersch, Bishop of Louis- 
ville; Archbishop John T. McNich- 
olas of Cincinnati and Bishop Fran- 
cis M. Howard, Covington, Ky. At 
the end of solemn high mass, 
requiem mass was sung by Denis 
Cardinal Dougherty of Philadelphia. 
Three aged laymen were overcome 
during the burial.

U. S. JUDGE ENJOINS FEDERAL 
BEER TAX IN DRY STATES 


Says $1000 Fee for Dealers Is Not 
a Levy But Constitutes 
a Penalty. 
By the Associated Press. 

AUGUSTA, Ga., Jan. 8.—Holding 

that the $1000 Federal excise tax on 
beer dealers in dry states constitut- 
ed a penalty rather than a revenue 
measure, Judge William H. Barrett 
in United States District Court to- 
day granted an injunction against 
collection of the levy. 
, Judge Barrett said he reached his 
decision with “full appreciation of 
the reluctance of a trial court to 
set aside the declared purpose of 
Congress.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—A man who 
defied two policemen during a raid 
on a midtown apartment was shot 
and killed early today.

SIDNEY WOOD 
THINKS PARKER 
DESERVES TRIAL 

IN CUP TENNIS 


By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Fila. Jan. 8—In_ the 
opinion of Sidney B. Wood Jr., 
blond-haired No. 2 man in the new 
national tennis rankings, Ameri- 
ca’s chances o. recapturing the 
Davis Cup this year shine bright- 
ly despite the defection from the 
amateur ranks of George Lott Jr. 
and Lester Stoefen, now profes- 
sionals. 


“Their departure from the ama- 
teur ranks into the commercial 
field,” said Wood, “probably will 
have a beneficial psychological ef- 
fect on the American team next 
summer. 

“It’s tough to lose the greatest 
doubles team in the world—they 
are that, make no mistake about 
it. On the other hand when you 
know that you haven’t got a dou- 
bles match and the point that goes 
with it in the bag you're inspired 
to play harder. So that’s why I 
say I think things look a little 
brighter. 

Wood Likes Parker’s Play. 

“Another reason, and you can 
quote me, too, is that from a train- 
ing standpoint we've gained a lot 
of ground. Lott and Stoefen led 
us a merry pace, too fast to keep 
up with and still be able to play 
good tennis.” 

Wood studiously avoids express- 
ing his views on the probable 
makeup of this year’s team but 
thinks Frankie Parker, the Law- 
renceville, N. J., schoolboy protege 
of Coach Mercer Beasley, should 
be given a trial. 

“Parker potentially is a great 
player,” Wood declared. “He’s done 
wonderfully well for a fellow his 
age, has a lot of stuff on the ball 
and certainly deserves a trip to 
Europe. In fact I think experience 
abroad would season him.” 

Wood is taking his own case 
seriously. He’s played little ten- 
nis of late, giving way to a rigid 
grind of “building up” via the type 
of body reconstruction handed out 
by Artie McGovern, trainer of Babe 
Ruth, Johnny Farrell and other 
prominent sports figures. 

Wood Now Weighs 143. 

“He’s my trainer and in a cou- 
ple of weeks he’s already done 
wonders for me,” Wood said. “I 
went to him primarily to put on 
some weight. Before I _ started 
working out in his gym I weighed 
137 pounds and now I tip the scales 
at 143.” 

A frail build and a tendency to 
tire ‘towards the close of a long 
match have had a retarding ef- 
fect of Wood’s progress. Mechan- 
ically, he’s equipped with the best 
singles game among the amateurs 
in this country. 

“I'm going to stick t my gym 
work this winter and really spend 
more time at tennis because, feel- 
ing better, as I do now, I think 
1935 offers me a great chance to 
realize my ambition—the national 
championship.”

CHICAGO, Jan. 8 — They say 
even a weather man hits it right 
in his predictions now and then. I 
certainly sympathize with him. For 
three years I predicted a close race 
in the American League and I fi- 
nally made good in 1934, when 
Cleveland, New York and Detroit 
took turns in leading, with Detroit 
finally clinching the pennant six 
days before the campaign came toa 
close. 

Having had American League 
clubs help me out in my forecast 
of a year ago, I see no reason for 
not predicting at this time that we 
will] have an even more spirited 
contest for the championship in 
1935. 

Detroit may experience more dif- 
ficulty in capturing the flag than 
it did in 1934. The Tigers won 
their laurels because of the catch- 
ing and magnetism of Manager 
Cochrane and the team’s immunity 
from injuries. They played heads- 
up baseball from start to finish and 
Cochrane expects them to repeat. 

Managers of teams who were run- 
mers-up to Detroit claim the Tigers 
cannot expect to be as free from 
accidents again. If they are cor- 
rect in such statements, our race 
is sure to be closer. New York 
will be a strong contender again. 
Possibly, if Combs and Dickey had 
not been injured last season, the 
battle would not have been decided 
until the: very last day. No club 
can afford to lose such a star as 
Combs for half a season and such 
a great catcher as Dickey for the 
Jast month of the campaign. 

Cleveland has an _ excellent 
chance of improving its standing. 
The Indians are especially strong 
on the mound and at the bat. Even 
more batting strength has been 
added by the acquisition of Out- 
fielder Bruce Campbell and In- 
fielder Louis Berger. The latter is 
said to be one of the greatest in- 
field prospects that has come into 
the league in many years. 

Boston, with a crippled pitching 
staff and an infield that was weak 
in spots, still was able to finish 
fourth in 1934.

RED FULTON almost put one 
i ower on Jess Willard. Fulton 
was still a plasterer in Rochester, 
Minn., when Willard, newly-made 
champion by virtue of his victory 
over Jack Johnson, came tour- 
ing along with his Wild West cir- 
cus. Jess, too, was meeting all 
comers, The bouts were exhibi- 
tions, but Fulton, with that wagon 
tongue left hand, poked Willard’s 
face full of gloves and then 
knocked him down! 

Jess rose and managed to finish 
on his feet but he lost consider- 
able “face” by the incident, which 
paved the way for Fulton’s entry 
in the championship race.

ULTON himself, after reach- 

ing the altitude of “logical 
contender” for Willard’s title, al- 
most had himself extinguished as 
a title factor here in St. Louis 
in another “sucker fight.” 

This was with Tom Cowler, 
then considered just a burned-out 
false alarm, whose chief claim to 
fame was that the late James J. 
Corbett once singled him out as a 
“coming champion.” Fred, one 
year before, had flattened Tom 
in one round! 

Fulton at that time was an im- 
portant person and Cowler next 
to nobody. Fred had _ stopped 
Langford, Weinert, Frank Moran, 
Tom Mahon, etc. Mike Collins, 
who handled Fulton, figured that 
his fighter’s contract was worth 
at least $150,000, believing that 
Fred and Jess would meet for 
the title. 

But in the first half minute of 
the fight Collins sat in his cor- 
ner, tearingy his hair as he saw 
his $150,000 being beaten to the 
floor by the mighty swings of the 
“big bum” Cowler. And he would 
have lost his ace then and there 
had not Referee Tommy Sullivan, 
surprised at the unexpected wal- 
lop which put Fulton down, 
wasted time in counting. Fulton, 
ringsiders report, must have had 
something like 15 or 16 seconds in 
which to recover and he finally 
came out of it and lasted the 
round. Cowler, exhausted by his 
efforts and hopelessly out of con- 
dition, eventually was knocked 
out in five rounds. 

Had Fulton been counted out it 
would prematurely have cut short 
a career which rapidly grew in 
importance, until Jack Dempsey 
cut it short by stopping Fred in 
18 seconds! 


Cost One Life. 


HE most tragic of all the 

“sucker” fights was when 
Luther McCarthy, another of Bil- 
ly McCarney’s white “hopes,” ar- 
ranged a little picnic at Calgary, 
Alberta Province, Canada, with 
the clumsy trial horse Arthur 
Pelkey. 

McCarthy was probably the 
handsomest of all heavyweights to 
attain any prominence, in this or 
any other day. He was perfectly 
proportioned, weighed 205 pounds 
and was just a kid. Lute was 
only 19 when he crashed the rec- 
ord books with a long string of 
knockouts. The next year he con- 
tinued his climb stopping nine 
more  heavies, including the 
doughty Fireman Jim Flynn, “En- 
gineer” Carl Morris, Jimmy Barry 
and Al Kaufman. In a no-decision 
fight with Jess Willard he easily 
bested that giant “hope” in ten 
rounds, 

Starting the following year he 
eliminated Cave Man Al Palzer 
and the stage was all set for him 
to attain championship recogni- 
tion.

Just Another ‘‘Pushover.”’ 


ND then came the match 
with Pelkey. This was a 
pushover, supposedly, and Mc- 
Carthy set out to finish the job 
quickly. In a first round clinch 
Pelkey landed a blow to the head 
and McCarthy crumpled to the 
floor. Eight minutes later he 
Was pronounced dead. A cor- 
oner’s jury declared death was 
due to a hemorrhage of the brain. 
That blow almost broke Mc- 
Carney, in spirit as well as pock- 
etbook. He was so affected by 
the tragedy that he retired and 
quit handling boxers, an activity 
in which he had been engaged 
most of his career. Besides cost- 
ing McCarney a friend whom he 
regarded almost as a brother, it 
unquestionably deprived him of 
the fruits of campaigning a 
champion. 

That McCarthy would have 
gained the title was the consensus 
of men who knew him. He, in 
fact, claimed the title during 
Jack Johnson's exile from the 
United States. 

A footnote in one of the boxing 
guides says of Luther—“Mc- 
Carthy admittedly was the best 
of all the white hopes. There is 
little doubt that, had he lived, he 
would have won the title.”

Noah W. Parden Has Han- 
dled Nearly 300 Murder 
Cases—One of His Cli- 
ents Lynched After Ap- 
peal to U. S. Supreme 
Court. 


Noah W. Parden, Negro attorney, 
after 44 years of legal practice, 
during which he defended or pros- 
ecuted nearly 300 persons accused 
of murder, yesterday assumed his 
new duties as assistant under Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Finnegan. 

He began the practice of law in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., where public 
sentiment forced him to leave, be- 
cause he got the United Statés Su- 
preme Court to intervene in behalf 
of a Negro client who had been 
sentenced to die. 

A mob, furious over the Supreme 

Court action, lynched Parden’s cli- 
ent before he got back to Chatta- 
nooga from Washington. 
The case since nas been cited 
often as a precedent in other ap- 
peals to the Supreme Court, such 
as in the Sacco-Vanzetti case and 
the Elaine (Ark.) riot convictions 
in 1919. 

Worked as Cotton Picker. 

Born near Rome, Ga., Parden, 
who is 68 years old, earned his liv- 
ing as a plantation cotton picker, 
while attending a rural grade 
school. He was the only Negro on 
the plantation who could read and 
write, and was forbidden to teach 
others. 
When 15 years old he struck out 
for himself and got to Chattanooga, 
where he entered high school and 
completed five years of academic 
and legal schooling at Central Ten- 
nessee College, working in spare 
hours as a bootblack, waiter or 
barber. He was graduated with 
honors and delivered the class ora- 
tion in German. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1891. 

Fifteen years later a juror in 
the Circuit Court at Chattanooga 
drew a knife and threatened a Ne- 
gro, Ed Johnson, who was being 
defended by Parden on a criminal 
assault charge. 

The Court denied Parden’s mo- 
tion for a mistrial. Johnson was 
found guilty and sentenced to die. 
Appeals through the State courts 
proved futile. The United States 
Circuit Court denied a writ of 
habeas corpus but stayed execution 
10 days to permit appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Justice Harlan of the United

Justice Grants Writ. 


The next day Justice Harlan 
granted a writ of habeas corpus 
taking custody of Johnson and 
staying execution. Parden’s alle- 
gations were that Johnson’s trial 
had not been in conformity with 
due process of law as provided 
in the Fourteenth Amendment of 
the Constitution.

The Supreme Court later cited 
28 persons for contempt and, fol- 
lowing a trial before the Supreme 
Court, the Sheriff, five of his depu- 
ties and 11 others were found guil- 
ty and sentenced.

Parden moved to East St. Louis, 
where he served eight years as As- 
sistant State’s Attorney. As defense 
attorney, he has represented 231 
persons charged with murder in 
Illinois, Missouri and Tennessee. 
Only one was executed, he says, al-

though many have received prison 
terms. As assistant prosecutor in 
St. Louis, however, his present du- 
ties are concerned only with wife 
and child abandonment in Negro 
families, 

Speaking of juries in reference to 
acquittals, Parden said, “Emotion is 
the greatest single factor in appeal- 
ing to a jury. I have hung my head 
in shame after clearing men who 
should have been sentenced to life.” 

For vacations, Parden visits his 
400-acre cotton plantation near 
Hickory, Miss., where he gets into 
overalls and does manual labor. 

He lives at 4128 Enright avenue 
and has one married daughter, a 
former school teacher. A son, Frank, 
a fiction writer, who had been grad- 
uated from Columbia University, 
New York, was accidentally drowned 
while swimming.

He asked her if 
she had done her Easter shopping, 
and when she replied that her hours 
Fof work made that impossible, he 
looked through adyertisements with 
her and selected a gray spring coat, 
with fox collar, wich he ordered 
sent out for her. He offered a like 
gift to the night nurse, she said, 
but the night nurse preferred a 
wrist watch, and the witness was 
unable to say whether she got it. 

Mark Frank’s claim was outlined 
to the jury yesterday by his chief 
counsel, Robert T. Burch. 

“Mr. Frank lived his own life in 
his own way,” Burch said to the 
jury. ‘He was a shrewd lawyer, not 
well balanced. He was exceedingly 
vain, was highly immoral and his 
private life was scandalous. 

“He was egotistical and thought 
himself a man of great attainments, 
to whom, as a matter of course, 
other people should look up. Though 
he made occasional gifts to charity, 
he could not be termed a religious 
man. 

1928 Senatorial Race. 

“In 1928, when he ran for the Re- 
publican nomination for United 
States Senator, he was unable to be- 
lieve that the people had been go 
stupid as not to nominate him, and 
thought there must have been some- 
thing wrong about Mr. Patterson’s 
victory over him. Later, he believed 
that he could have any place he 
might choose in President Hoover’s 
Cabinet. 

“He suffered from prostatic trou- 
ble, which, as will be shown, af- 
fected his mind. He suffered also 
from diabetes and hardening of the 
arteries. After 1928, he lost his 
entire grasp of things, but he car- 
ried on after a fashion. We will 


show by witnesses that his memory 


was bad, that he would forget 
things he had started out to do; 
that he insisted on having a per- 
fectly good watch repaired, when 
all it needed was winding. 

“We will show that when he 
made a deal with a Chicago real 
estate man for building of the pro- 
posed Nathan Frank Tower, on his 
property at the southwest corner 
of Twelfth boulevard and Olive 
street, he omitted any clause se- 
curing him against failure of per- 
formance—a thing he would never 
have done when in possession of 
his full faculties. 

“Though he had been ruthless in 
his contacts with women, he now 
began to take advice from them, 
and from others who took advan- 
tage of him. After 1928, women 
would get more bonds, more fur 
coats, and more authority to run 
charge accounts, from him.” 

Injury in Auto Accident. 

The lawyer said it would be 
shown that an automobile accident, 
in which Frank suffered a . head 
injury, on Highway 40 near Colum- 
bia, was a serious accident, and 
left him an invalid. | 

“After that,” the lawyer said, “he 
would take women to restaurants, 
would pound on the table, tuck his 
napkin under his chin and eat out 
of the dishes.” 

He told of Frank going to the 
Jewish Hospital, and said Alfred 
Frank, Mrs. Krupp and Mrs. Green- 
hall spent much time with him, 
while the present claimant, Mark 
Frank, remained in New York. He 
said Meissner, president of Temple 
Shaare Emeth Congregation, was a 
farequent visitor and sent flowers. 

The will in its final form, as 
made over by the codicil March 5, 
1931, left $50,000 to Temple Shaare 
Emeth for a memorial chapel, $2500 
a year for 10 years to the Com- 
munity Fund, and $5000 a year, 
for the same period, to the Fed- 
eration of Jewish Charities. It left 
the residue of the estate, after a 
10-year trust period, to Mrs. Krupp, 
Mrs. Greenhall and Alfred Frank, 
or their heirs. Frank died April 
5, 1931, one month after the change 
in his will, and aged 79. 

Defense Outline of Case. 

William R. Gentry, representing 
the executors of the Frank estate, 
made the statement to the jury in 
support of the will. Outlining what 
he promised to establish by testi- 
mony, Gentry said Frank was a 
highly successful lawyer and inves- 
tor in real estate and securities, and 
was known as a man of sound judg- 
ment. 

“He built up a big estate, which 
after the crash in values, is still 
substantial,” Gentry said.

COUNTY COURT CALLS 
FOR CUT IN PAYROLLS 


Refuses to Approve Increases 
for Circuit Clerk’s Aids in 
Announcing Policy. 


Serving notice that salaries of 
employes of St. Louis County de- 
partments under its control would 
have to be reduced generally, the 
County Court yesterday refused to 
approve a total payroll increase of 
$110 a month submitted by Cir- 
cuit Clerk Jacobsmeyer. 

The Court gave approval for 
one month to reappointment of 
his 21 employes by Jocobsmeyer at 
their old salaries, totaling $3770 a 
month, and to appointment of one 
new clerk at $150 a month. Jacobs- 
meyer, who began his third four- 
year term yesterday, sought an in- 
crease of $25 a month for one aid, 
$15 a month each for five and $10 
for another. 

He named as the new clerk Rob- 
ert H. Mooney, son of John E. 
Mooney, new County Counselor. 
Robert Mooney’s duty will be to 
attempt collection of numerous sur- 
ety bonds posted to guarantee pay- 
ment of costs in cases pending in 
Circuit Court. Jacobsmeyer said 
a large, but undetermined, amount 
of costs had not been collected. 
Counselor Mooney declared he did 
not know his son was to have the 
job until the latter told him. The 
County Court announced the job 
would be discontinued if the effort 
to collect on bonds was not suc- 
cessful. 

Formerly approval of the Circuit 
Clerk’s appointments rested with 
the Circuit Judges, but the law 
has been changed. There is a 
statute that appears to limit the 
payroll for aids of the Circuit Clerk 
to $1333 a month, but the County 
Court doubted that this would ap- 
ply to St. Louis County. 

Jacobsmeyer’s salary was auto- 
matically reduced from $6000 to 
$4000 a year with the beginning of 
his new term. Formerly his pay 
was computed under a_ theoretical 
and exaggerated population of the 
county based on the election vote, 
but the law was changed to make 
the census the basis. His pay in- 
cludes $1000 allowed as clerk of the 
Board of Jury Commissioners, 

Presiding Judge Thatcher of the 
County Court declared salaries 
would have to be reduced in all de- 
partments because of the county’s 
financial condition. Associate Judge 
Tighe said expenses of the county 
government would have to be low- 
ered at least $100,000 a year to pre- 
vent the deficit, now about $1,- 
000,000, from becaming greater. The 
Court has authority over payrolls 
of the hospital, health and highway 
departments and the Election 
Board, but no authority over the 
payrolls of the Collector, Record- 
er of Deeds and Assessor, which 
are fee offices.

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42 PCT. RISE IN INTERNAL 
REVENUE COLLECTIONS IN 1934 


Total of $2,300,816,308, a Gain of 
$680,977,084 Over 1933 
Fiscal Year. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—A jump 
of 42 per cent in Internal Revenue 
taxes collected by the Government 
in the fiscal year ended last June 
30, was announced at the Treasury 
today. 

Collectione amounted to $2,300,- 
816,308, a gain of $680.977,084 over 
the fiscal year 1933. This was exclu- 
sive of agricultural adjustment 
taxes which totaled $371,422,885.64 
during the year. The gain in 
general revenue reflected addition- 
al levies and increases in collec- 
tions on old ones. 

A breakdown by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau showed that in- 
come tax collections amounted to 
$847,025,339.72, compared with $746,- 
791,404.11 for the preceding year, a 
gain of 9 per cent. Collections of 
miscellaneous internal revenué 
taxes amounted to $1,483,790,969.19, 
as compared with $873,047,820'.19 
the previous year, representing a 
gain of 70 per cent. 

The State of New York led all 
others in total collections, return- 
ing $568,002,279.54, or 21.26 per 
cent of the total. New Mexico, on 
the other hand, returned the small- 
est amount of any state, $870,198.12, 
or .03 per cent of the total.

AUTOMOBILE OUTPUT 
LARGEST SINCE 1930 


Despite Increased Sales Many 
Firms Show Decline in 
Margin of Return. 


DETROIT, Dec. 29.—A _ steadily 
increasing consumer demand, en- 
tailing greater factory output and 
what appeared to be promising in- 


dications of better understanding 
between employer and employe 
were outstanding developments of 
1934 in the automobile industry. 

The total factory output was high- 
est since 1930, although producers 
asserted the expansion was attained 
largely at the expense of unit prof- 
its, reports of many producing com- 
panies showing the margin of re- 
turn had decreased although the 
\volume of sales continued upward. 

Final figures on the year’s output 
of all companies in the Unitei 
States and Canada are expected to 
show an aggregate production in 
excess of 2,800,000 cars and trucks, 
compared with 2,048,000 units in 
1933. 

The year saw also the greatest 
threat of labor trouble the indus- 
try ever had encountered. This 
came early in the spring while the 
industry was engaged in cleaning 
up a heavy accumulation of new 
car orders. It was averted only 
through the personal intervention 
of President Roosevelt. A national 
automobile labor board that has 
dealt mainly with allegations of 
discrimination in the laying off of 
workers was the result of the set- 
tlement plan proposed by the Presi- 
dent and accepted on behalf of 
workers and employers. 

There was strike trouble in the 
plants of one motor company and 
also in some body plants, but these 
were adjusted by arbitration, and 
although there were some further 
rumblings of discord, the automo- 
tive code which fixed hours of labor 
and wages was twice extended by 
President Roosevelt to carry over 
into February of 1935.

SECTION OF NIRA HELD 
TO BE UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


ECTION 9 (C) of the Recov- 
Sex Act, which the Supreme 

Court yesterday declared un- 
constitutional follows: 

The President is authorized 
to prohibit the transportation 
in interstate and foreign com- 
merce of petroleum and the 
products thereof produced or 
withdrawn from storage in ex- 
cess of the amount permitted to 
be produced or withdrawn from 
storage by any State law or 
valid regulation or order pre- 
scribed thereunder, by any 
board, commission, officer, or 
other duly authorized agency 
of a State. 

Any violation of any order of 
the President issued under the 
provisions of this subsection 
shall be punishable by fine of 
not to exceed $1000, or impris- 
onment for not to exceed six 
months or both.” 


be, in the light of facts as they will 
then appear.” 

In discussing the power of the 
President to regulate oil produc- 
tion through regulation of ship- 
ments in interstate and foreign 
commerce, the Court would not de- 
clare that even Congress itself had 
that power. 

“Assuming for the present pur- 


pose, without deciding,” the Chief’ 


Justice said, “that Congress has 
power to interdict the transporta- 
tion of that excess (of state oil 
quotas) in interstate and foreign 
commerce, the question whether 
that transportation shall be prohib- 
ited by law is obviously one of legis- 
lative policy.” 

The decision then found that Con- 
gress has not laid down any such 
policy and established no criterion 
to govern the President’s course. 

“So far as this section is con- 
cerned,” the decision said, “it gives 
to the President an unlimited 
authority to determine the policy 
and to lay down the prohibition, 
or not to lay it down, as he may 
see fit. And disobedience to his 
order is made a crime punishable 
by fine and imprisonment.” 

No Declaration of Policy. 

The Court found no.declaration 
of policy in other provisions of the 
act, and said that while the first 
section was styled a “declaration 
of policy” that “it is manifest that 
this broad outline is simply an in- 
troduction of the act, leaving the 
legislative policy as to particular 
subjects to be declared and defined, 
if at all, by the subsequent sec- 
tions. 

After deciding that none of the 
provisions of the NIRA defined a 
policy for or against the interstate 
and foreign shipments of oil, the 
decision continued: 

“The question whether such a 
delegation of legislative power is 
permitted by the Constitution is 
not answered by the argument that 
it should be assumed that the 
President has acted, and will act, 
for what he believes to be the pub- 
lic good. The point is not one of 
motives but of constitutional au- 
thority, for which the best of mo- 
tives is not a substitute. While the 
present controversy relates to a 
delegation to the President, the 
basic question has a much wider 
application. 

“If the Congress can make a 
grant of legislative authority of the 
sort attempted by section 9 (C), we 
find nothing in the Constitution 
which restricts the Congress to tHe 
selection of the President as 
grantee. The Congress may vest the 
power in the officer of its choice or 
in a board or commission such as 
it may select or create for the pur- 
pose. Nor, with respect to such a 
delegation, is the question con- 
cerned merely with the transporta- 
tion of oil, or of oil produced in 
excess Of what the State may al- 
low. If legislative power may thus 
be vested in the President,’ or 
other grantee, as to that excess of 
production, we see no reason to 
doubt that it may similarly be vest- 
ed with respect to the transporta- 
tion of oil without reference to the 
state’s requirements. That refer- 
ence simply Gefines the subject of 
the prohibition which the President 
is authorized to enact, or not to 
enact, as he pleases. And if that 
legislative power may be given to 
the President or other grantee, it 
would seem to follow that such 
power may similarly be conferred 
with respect to the transportation 
of other commodities in interstate 
commerce, with or without refer- 
ence to state action, thus giving to 
the grantee of the power the deter- 
mination of what is a wise policy 
as to that transportation, and au- 
Continued on Page 3, Column 3.

Attorneys File Appeals in 
Name of Employes—A. 


F. of L. Union Says It Is 
Move by Management.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 — At- 
torneys who said they represented 
employes at the Duquesne (Pa.) 
and McDonald (O.) plants of the 
Carnegie Steel Co. yesterday asked 
the Circuit Court of Appeals to set 
aside Steel Labor Board orders for 
employe elections at those plants. 


The Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, an 
American Federation of Labor af- 
filiate, had asked for the elections 
to determine whether the union or 
employe representation plan (so- 
called company union) represented 
“or workers for collective bargain- 
ng. 

The petitions were filed yester- 
day in the’ name of the “employe 
representatives, genéral body com- 
mittees,” at courts in Philadelphia 
and Cincinnati. 

Company Move, Says Union. 

“It’s obviously a move of the 
company,” said Chariton Ogburn, 
counsel for the union, when in- 
formed of the action. 

A formal statement from the of- 
fice of Frank J. Hogan, one of the 
attorneys who filed the petition, 
said: 

“When the Washington §attor- 
neys for the employes were ques- 
tioned with respect to the appeals 
they said that this action was 
taken solely on behalf of the em- 
ployes, and not on behalf of the 
company.” 

Ogburn said it was brought out 
at hearings on the election peti- 
tions that the attorneys for the 
representation plan were being 
paid by the company. He also said 
the representation plan “has no 
funds, nor has it the right to sue 
or be sued except as individuals.” 

Errors Alleged. 

The petitions contained 13 points 
in common, in alleging the Steel 
Board had erred in ordering the 
elections. In addition, the Mc- 
Donald petition stated that the 
board had been wrong in ordering 
balloting at the McDonald mill 
(contrasted with the McDonald 
plant which the company says em- 
braces several mills in the vicin- 
ity). 

“Errors of fact” rather than lack 
of authority were alleged. During 
the hearings the company, a United 
States Steel subsidiary, challenged 


ethe constitutionality of the Recov- 


ery Act and of the resolution and 
executive order setting up the 
Steel Board. 

Section 7-A. 

As a final point, the petitions 
charged that the board had erred 
“in not finding that the company 
has entered into agreements which 
assure the right of collective bar- 
gaining pursuant to Section 7-A, 
and, further, that the company has 
not prevented its employes from 
exercising their free and volun- 
tary choice as to the means of, 
and representatives for, collective 
bargaining, and that the company 
has not in any way denied to its 
employes the right of collective 
bargaining.” 

“The steel company has indicat- 
ed its willingness to deal with the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers in collec- 
tive bargaining for its members 
and any other employes who wish 
to be represented by the Amailga- 
mated,” the statement from Ho- 
gan’s office said. 

“The company obligated itself 
over the signature of its president 
to deal with the employe repre- 
sentatives for those employes whom 
they represent. 

“There is no unrest or discon- 
tent in either of the plants affect- 
ed by the board’s orders, and in its 
findings the board did not find 
any, and, therefore, it is difficult 
to understand how it can be in 
the public interest to hold elec- 
tions.” 

Majority rule has been the issue 
in the background since the steel 
corporation agreed to recognize 
Amalgamated shop committees for 
collective bargaining. 

Union leaders have taken’ the 
stand that the executive order set- 
ting up the board provided that 
the group winning a plant election 
should represent all the employes 
at that plant. 

Steel attorneys are understood to 
contend that the executive order 
did not provide for majority rule. 
Nevertheless the steel companies 
have epposed elections. 


NATURE OF PACT 
ON WHICH TALY 
FRANCE AGREED 


Accord Reached by Musso- 
lini and Laval for Propo- 


sal for Protecting Aus- 
tria’s Independence. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Jan. 8. — Carrying an 


agreement signed by Premier Mus- 
solini, Pierre Laval, French For- 
eign Minister, .started back home 
today. 

Both Mussolini and Laval smiled 
broadly as they stood in the rail- 
road station, their smiies repre- 


sentative of Rome’s joyful mood 
over the signing yesterday of the 
Franco-Italian accord. The two 
statesmen talked for five minutes 
before the train departed. Musso- 
lini gave Mlle. Josee Laval a bou- 
quet of pink orchids. As the train 
pulled out of the station, Laval 
stood on its steps, waving his hat 
while Mussolini waved back. 

Before Laval left his hotel this 
morning, he received the Ministers 
of the Little Entente—Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia and Rumania—and 
of Austria and gave them the lat- 
est information on the non-inter- 
ference pact he and Mussolini de- 
vised and which now will be sub- 
mitted to their Governments for 
approval. All these Ministers went 
to the station to see him off. 

Summary of Agreements. 

The agreements the two states- 
men reached during their conversa- 
tions here may now be summed up 
as follows: 

1. A pact of consultation—by this 
accord, France and Italy are to 
consult each other whenever any 
question in European interest 
arises. Although both Laval and 
Mussolini specifically stated in 
speeches yesterday that their pacts 
were not directed against anyone, 
this consultative pact particularly 
affects Germany. It is in this pact 
that the independence of Austria is 
mentioned, France and Italy agree- 
ing to consult each other regarding 
what action they are to take when- 
ever Austrian independence may be 
menaced; 

2. A pact of non-intervention— 
this is to be signed by Austria and 
her neighbor states. If Germany 
Signs, the pact will embrace six 
Powers, including the Little En- 
tente, otherwise it will include five. 
It is first a pact of non-interference 
in the internal affairs of other sig- 
natories, second an agreement to 
supervise thoroughly the activities 
of the political exiles of other signa- 
tories in such a way as to repress 
international terrorism such - as 
made 1934 a year of assassinations 
of statesmen; 

Three Colonial Pacts. 

(3) Three different colonial pacts 
—the first calls for an extensive 
territorial concession, although of 
little commercial importance, in Ti- 
besti in the southwest corner of 
Lybia by Italy to France; the sec- 
ond is a gift from France to Italy 
of a triangular strip of territory in 
French Somaliland running back 
from the coast which is to be added 
to Eritrea, although not including 
the port of Obock. This is an im- 
portant concession, however,  be- 
cause it gives Italy control over the 
Strait of Bab-El-Mandeb, which 
links the Red Sea with the Gulf of 
Aden. This action also includes the 
cession to Italy of 3000 shares of 
the Jibuti-Addis-Ababa Railroad; 
under the third colonial pact France 
agrees to extend for 10 years the 
citizenship and other rights of 
Italians in Tunis, then to take away 
their special privileges during a 
period of 30 years. 

Laval denied this morning that he 
and Mussolini had agreed to the re- 
armament of Germany if Germany 
would enter a non-interventioff pact 
and return,to the League of Na- 
tions. Laval and Mussolini dis- 
cussed the Ethopian question which 
has troubled Italy of late, but they 
did not sign any formal agreement 
on the subject. | 

An official communique said: 
“The two Governments are in agree- 
ment on the necessity of a purely 
lateral entente on the question of 
Central Europe. They have agreed 
that the conception which they have 
adopted will be submitted as rapid- 
ly as possible to an examination of 
the different countries indicated. 

“They are equally in agreement 
that while awaiting the conclusion 
of this entente, they will examine in 
common, in the spirit of this en- 
tente, every measure which the sit- 
uation might bring to pass.”

Speaking of facts and their ef- 
fect on Europe, Mussolini. said:

He repeated with 
Laval that the Franco-Italian ac- 
cords were directed against no one 
nation, but invited the collabora- 
tion of all. 

“Our accords have been made,” 
he said, “in the hope that they will 
serve not to diminish but to ex- 
tend the horizon of European life 
and to help us move out of the dis- 
tress in which the people have 
been plunged for so long a time. 

“A crucial year, 1935, begins un- 
der a happy sign of these Franco- 
Italian accords. Let us work now 
with intelligence and perseverance, 
so they will produce that which 
the world is waiting for.” 


Italy to Get Strip South of Italian 
Libya, Paris Understands.

PARIS, Jan. 8.—The French are 


eagerly awaiting the exact terms of 
the territorial agreement in Africa. 
It is understood the Italians at Tu- 
nis will retain their privileged status 


there until 1965, while a strip of 
territory south of Italian Libya goes 
to Italy in order to furnish her 
with watering places for caravans 
en route to Lake Tchad.

GOVERNMENT UTILITY PROJECT 


U. S. to Build Own Power Plant 
in New York City. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The 
Roosevelt administration yesterday 
asked for $3,780,000 to construct a 


Federal power plant in New York 
City. 

The application, drawn by Rear 
Admiral L. H. Peebles, director of 
the Treasury’s Procurement Bu- 
reau, was forwarded by Secretary 
Morgenthau to the Public Works 
Administration. Peebles’ plan pro- 
vides for a plant and distribution 
system with access to existing Gov- 
ernment power plants in New York 
and to the proposed municipal 
plant. As projected, it would sup- 
ply only Federal buildings between 
Forty-second street and the Bat- 
tery, extension to other* parts of 
Manhattan and Brooklyn being 
contingent on savings. Peebles 
said the Government last year paid 
the Consolidated, Gas Co. $640,000 
for 176 offices, and that the com- 
pany had refused to grant “rea- 
sonable” reductions. 


\FEAR OF REPRISAL CURTAILS 


EARLY VOTING IN THE SAAR 


Many Civil Employes Do Not Go to Polls 
Because They Are Afraid of Retaliation 
After Election. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAARBRUECKEN, Saar. Basin 
Territory, Jan. 8.—Fear of reprisal 
after the future of the Saar is de- 
termined in Sunday’s plebiscite has 
kept hundreds of civil workers from 
the polls during a two-day prelimi- 
nary vote. As most of the 10,000 
employes will be at work Sunday, 
they were allowed to vote early. 

Many did not exercise their fran- 
chise, it was disclosed, because 
they were afraid of punishment lat- 
er either by Nazis or those opposed 
to a reunion with Germany. 

Another factor which cut down 
the balloting sharply was the dis- 
qualification of many Nazis _ for 
shouting “Heil Hitler” at the voting 
places. Such demonstrations had 
been strictly forbidden. 

In one precinct 20 per cent of the 
votes were thrown out. Street car 
workers, who were given the privi- 
lege of voting yesterday or today, 
refrained from doing so for fear the 
ballots would be tampered with. 
They will vote Sunday. 

Ballot boxes were kept under 
heavy guard. Armored cars will 
bring them tonight into Saarbrueck- 
en, where they will be _ closely 
watched until next Monday. Then 
the ballots will be mixed and count- 
ed with Sunday’s vote. 

Since most of the public servants 
are Nazis, it is assumed the pre- 
liminary vote favors a return to 
Germany. 

The Saar governing commission, 
making every effort to keep down 
violence, has barred public and 
private political assembles until aft- 
er the plebiscite.

Communists Defy Authorities. 

A few Communists defied the

FIVE MEXICANS 
SHUT IN CLASH IN 
GHUNGH DISPUTE 


Crowd Fired on When It 
Attacks Headquarters of 
Red Shirts, Who Are Ac- 
cused in Killings. 


CATHOLIC LEADER 
ISSUES CHALLENGE 


Orders That Children Are 
Not to Attend Schools in 
Which Socialistic Educa- 


tion Prevails.

MEXICO, D. F., Jan. 8.—Five per- 


sons were shot yesterday when a 
crowd estimated at 1500, most of 
them students, attacked the head- 
quarters of the radical Red Shirt 
youth organization, sworn enemy of 
the church. The wounded were 
members of the attacking crowd. 


Twenty-two persons received minor 
injuries. The demonstrators 
smashed windows. : 

The students gathered to de- 
mand the resignation of Tomas 
Garrido a Canabal, founder of the 
red shirts and Federal Secretary of 
Agriculture, whom they charged 
with responsibility for the killing 
of five Catholics when they 
emerged from worship in suburban 
Coyoacan two Sundays ago. Fifty 
red shirts are in the penitentiary, 
charged with the killings. 

Soldiers protected the presiden- 
tial palace from a possible attack 
when the students marched there, 
shouting “death to Garrido.” Po- 
lice forced them to disperse. 

Reforming in front of the red 
shirts’ headquarters in a downtown 
building, the students pelted it with 
stones. From inside, where there 
were 26 members of the organiza- 
tion, came several shots which were 
answered from the crowd. Police 
and firemen, playing streams of wa- 
ter, dispersed the crowd. 

Challenge by Church. 

In San Antonio, Tex., the exiled 
Papal Delegate, Archbishop Leo- 
poldo Ruiz y Flores, has instructed 
Catholics not to permit their chil- 
dren to attend schools in which 
socialistic education prevails. Under 
a recent amendment to the Consti- 
tution, socialism must be taughtin 
all public schools. 

The order was regarded as a di- 
rect challenge by the church to the 
Government and was contained in 
a circular issued by Archbishop 
Pascual Diaz. The order contained 
no threat of excommunication and 
Catholics said each individual case 
of violation of the _ instructions 
would be judged separately by the 
priests. 

In his circular, Archbishop Diaz 
said Catholic parents “cannot” en- 
roll their children in kindergartens, 
primary, secondary or normal

THE COST. 

The President’s budget message to Congress brings 
the sobering realization of the tremendous cost in- 
volved in executing the plans broadly outlined in his 
message last Friday. The total outlay contemplated 
by the Federal Government for the fiscal year be- 
ginning next July 1 is, in round figures, $8,500,000,- 
000, of which four billions is earmarked as the Cost 
of the President’s work-relief program. He stated 
Friday that the Government purposed to take 3,500,- 
000 employable persons from the present relief rolls 
and give them jobs on public works. He asks now 
that money for this purpose be appropriated in one 
sum, subject to allocation by the President. 

A year ago the President sent to Congress a 
budget message which he described as “brutally 
frank.” And so it was. He forecast in that mes- 
sage that the total national debt, as the result of 
borrowings with which to finance the administra- 
tion’s program, would be increased at the end of 
the fiscal year 1935 to $31,800,000,000. That was a 
pretty accurate forecast: it develops, he now says, 
that the debt will be 31 billion dollars. 

But in another respect the budget message of 1934 
was far off the mark. It held out the hope—though 
it did rot definitely promise—that the budget would 
be brought into balance in the fiscal year from the 
middle of 1935 to the middle of 1936—the year for 
which the present session of Congress will make ap- 
propriations. How vain was that hope is shown by 
the current budget message. It forecasts a net deficit 
(gross deficit less debt retirements) of $3,892,000,000 
for the fiscal year 1936 and estimates a new peak for 
the national debt at the end of that year—$34,239,- 
000,000. This compares with a debt of $28,500,000,000 
at the present. 

Bucget balancing is thrust into the indefinite 
future; The budget for 1936, the President points out, 
is balanced so far as the ordinary expenses of the 
Government are concerned. But it remains nearly 
four billions out of balance because of the expendi- 
tures necessary to take care of the unemployed. The 
President states the case euphemistically: “It is evi- 
dent that we have not yet reached a point at which 
a complete balance of the budget can be obtained.” 

The recovery plans of the administration must be 
judged, in the last analysis, by their effect on unem- 
ployment. As the President himself says, we are con- 
fronted by the stark fact of great unemployment. It 
is as large now as it was a year ago. More persons 
than ever are on the relief rolls. At best, the effect in 
reducing unemployment from the high levels of 1933 
has been scant. It must have been, when we find 
the Government proposing another four billion 
dollars for made work as an unemployment relief 
measure, 

It may be that we are headed out of the woods; 
that in the 18 months up to the middle of 1936 there 
will be a business revival of sufficient scope to re- 
lieve the Government of a large part of the crushing 
burden that it is now carrying. It may be that the 
budget will be balanced in the fisca] year 1937. The 
President makes no prophecy as to that. No one can 
make a worth-while prophecy. Meantime, there is 
nothing to be gained by blinking the facts. There 
is a long, hard road ahead of us. We are piling up 
mountains upon mountains of debt. We are gambling, 
as we throw another four billion into the pot for 
work relief, on business recovery. Until that comes, 
until the army of unemployed is absorbed, in large 
part, into productive enterprise by private business, 
the Government, in some way, must carry the load. 

The President says that his plans for expenditures 
in the fiscal year 1936 are within the sound credit 
of the Government. But it cannot be denied that 
this credit is being put to an unexampled test. With 
the prospective deficit for 1936, we shall have rolled 
up in three years an accumulated deficit of $11,817,- 
000,000. 

How much longer the Government credit can stand 
the strain—if there is no material business recovery 
—is a question on the lap of the gods. 
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The Supreme Court has, you might say, poured hot 
oil on the troubled waters. 
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A FINE REPORT. 

From within the NRA itself, that is, from its Con- 
sumers’ Advisory Board, has come one of the most 
intelligent analyses of its work and one of the most 
carefully-reasoned prospectuses of what NRA should 
be in the future. In a special report, the advisory 
board shows that the policies of NRA have had the 
effect of perverting its purposes, as outlined by Con- 
gress in the National Industrial Recovery Act. Those 
purposes were 

to promote the fullest possible utilization of the 

present productive capacity of industries, to 

avoid undue restriction of production, to increase 
the consumption of industrial and agricultural 
products and to conserve national resources. 

Instead, the effect of NRA policies has been to 
restrict production, prevent the fullest possible 
utilization of productive capacity and to hamper the 
increase of consumption. NRA has been administered 
in such a way, according to the report, as to pro- 
mote the growth of monopoly and to nullify the bene- 
fits of business efficiency and enterprise. These 
things have been said before, both in general state- 
ments and in regard to particular codes. They ex- 
plain, in part, the departure of Gen. Johnson from 
the scene and the attempted reorganization of NRA 
along new lines. 

Nevertheless, in its wise summing up of what has 
gone before and its chart of a new course for NRA 
to follow, the special report should be of great value 
to Congress when it faces the task of deciding NRA’s 
future. What it should bear uppermost in mind is 
the fact, so convincingly set forth by the Brookings 
Institution and referred to in the special report, that 
the trouble with the country {is not over-production 
but under-consumption. Congress should completely 
abandon the myth that the country suffers from a 
surplus of productive capacity, and turn to the fact 
that # majority of our citizens have never, even in 
the most prosperous times, been able to acquire the 
things they need and desire. 

The price-fixing devices in many of the NRA codes 
have operated to take us farther from this goal. 
In addition to putting a premium on business inetf- 
ficiency, they have boosted the level of prices above 
and beyond that demanded by the increased labor 
costs set by the codes. The special report is insistent 
upon retaining in the codes such elementary things 
as living wages, prohibition of child labor, and co)- 
lective bargaining. It is also in favor of enforcing 
fair trade practices. But it would throw out all 
those complicated provisions which make for monop- 
oly and destroy competitive freedom. 

Perhaps it were too great a test of our wisdom to 


expect so vast a project as the NRA to be successful 


in the beginning; but it is not too great a test now 
to demand the correction of the glaring errors that 
less than two years of NRA have exposed. The main 
thing, we repeat, is to refashion it in the light of the 
unfilled wants of our people, constituting a potential 
market which contains the key to our economic 
troubles. 
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A LIVELY. INDUSTRY. , 
The automobile show is being held in St. Louis 
at a time when the industry fs making great forward 
strides. It has scheduled a production of 300,000 
cars for this month. Employment in Detroit has 
risen 62 per cent in the last 30 days. In 1934 the 
industry sold 2,885,000 cars and trucks, 45 per cent 
more than in 1933. ' 
An interesting feature of revival in the automobile 
industry is the greater demand for cars in the 
middle-price field. In 1933 cars priced under $750 
constituted 86 per cent of all those sold. In 1934 
this figure fell to 77 per cent, while cars in the 
next higher price range went from 8 per cent in 
1933 to 19 per cent in 1934. 
The automobile industry ramifies in so many di- 
rections that its fortunes are widely reflected. Thus, 
steel production has risen in the last few weeks 
to more than 40 per cent of capacity, almost half 
of its output going to the automobile companies. 
The new automobiles are disposed to use more steel 
all the time. Steel tops, for instance, are replacing 
fiber tops. Greater streamlining is also expanding 
the use of steel. 
There is a degree to which an industrial civiliza- 
tion waits upon discovery. When discovery falters, 
industry slackens. Thus, the modern home idea 
projected by Mr. Sloan and others. The automobile 
industry is not much dismayed by the failure of 
invention. It occupies the enviable position of hav- 
ing a product which has not yet reached a consider- 
able part of the people in our own country. In for- 
eign countries the surface has hardly been scratched. 
Truly an amazing state of affairs, and one which 
accounts for the surprising virility of the industry 
at a time when so many others can only look on 
with envy. 
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TWO ACTS BY GOV. PARK: A CONTRAST. 

Gov. Park displayed fine discrimination in his 
selection of Walter D. Coles, for 36 years a Referee 
in Bankruptcy in St. Louis, to fill the vacancy on 
the Supreme Court of Missouri caused by the death 
of John T. Fitzsimmons. Disregarding powerful po- 
litical pressure exerted on behalf of other candidates, 
the Governor, in his appointment of Judge Coles, act- 
ed in the best tradition of his own profession. Judge 
Coles is widely known in St. Louis as an outstanding 
lawyer and a man of the highest character. He did 
not seek the appointment. The job sought the man, 
which is as it should be. 

It is depressing to turn from this action of the 
Governor to his summary removal of Dr. Emmett P. 
North as president and member of the State Board of 
Health. It is true he has power under a new law 
to remove public officials without a hearing, but in 
the exceptional circumstances of this case, failure 
of the Governor to hold a hearing or even to give 
out a detailed public statement arouses deep misgiv: 
ing. The public cannot accept the Governor’s stereo- 
typed order, describing Dr. North’s removal as “for 
the betterment of the public service.” 

Events preceding the removal show that Dr. North 
had been active for some time in inquiring into ex- 
penditures and the handling of appropriations in his 
department. It was the kind of activity he was 
charged by his position to pursue; moreover, in view 
of a report made by the Attorney-General’s office, Dr. 
North’s failure to act might have subjected him to 
the charge of misfeasance in office. 

This report, made at the behest of the State Board 
of Health, criticised severely the handling of ap- 
propriations as “unauthorized and unwarranted.” It 
denounced certain expense accounts as “flagrant mis: 
application of funds” and others as “quite exorbit- 
ant.” Some of the expense accounts studied were 
those of Dr. E. T. McGaugh, State Health Commis- 
sioner and a board member. The report suggested an 
audit for the closer examination of the criticised 
items. Pursuant to that suggestion, the board voted 
for an official audit. All the members of the board 
who were present concurred, including Dr. McGaugh. 

Gov. Park is said to have felt the board had “gone 
over his head” in ordering the audit. We do not 
understand what he means by that, since the board’s 
action was entirely proper and in the public interest, 
The construction that must be placed upon his re- 
moval of Dr. North, in absence of any explanation by 
the Governor, is that in a controversy between Dr, 
North and Dr. McGaugh over expenditures, the latter, 
who has been exposed to public criticism by the At- 
torney-General, has been upheld. 

Because of the pressure of other business, the of- 
ficial audit has not been made by the State Auditor. 
In view of the peculiar conditions surrounding Dr. 
North’s dismissal, it should be made at once. 
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ST. LOUIS AS A SPORTS CAPITAL. 

An attendance of more than 12,000 at Sunday’s 
skating carnival in the Arena suggests that St. Louis 
is perhaps becoming the sports capital of the nation. 
It is already the ice capital, and it holds the national 
soccer and professional baseball championships. 

Certainly the growth of sports here is amazing. 
We have two major league baseball teams, a pro- 
fessional football team, professional hockey teams, 
softball parks, skating, bowling, tennis, cricket, track 
sports, field trials, archery, flying, swimming, golf, 
boxing, wrestling, basketball, pigeon racing, auto- 
mobile racing, motorboat racing and other sports 
as well. 

In Dizzy Dean, St. Louis gave the sporting world 
its greatest athlete for 1934. Like that of Abou Ben 
Adhem, his name led all the rest. From Dizzy down 
to the juveniles who are extending themselves upon 
many fields, there is a youth movement which is of 
inestimable value to young bodies and young minds. 
It is not altogether that modern facilities are attract- 
ing more participants, as is the case with artificial 
ice. The sporting spirit and growing love of play are 
much more responsible for what is happening. 

The generations that have been coming up in the 
world since the Great War are imbued everywhere 
with this boundless energy. It is one of the impres- 
sive phenomena of what has been termed the Power 
Age. Can it be that in this way we are insensibly 
preparing ourselves for the leisure which we are told 
is to be thrust upon us? 

It could very well be so, and a city which could 
give Lindbergh and Dizzy Dean to the annals of 
adventurous youth might very well become the sports 
capital of the nation. It would not be a mean dis- 


tinction. 
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Toward a Grade Crossing Program 


Elimination of grade crossings takes prominent place in relief discussions, says Wash- 
ington writer; favored because of many projects over country, requiring much 
hand work and capable of early start; program would end a great traffic hazard 
and speed new era for railroads; studies and plans are ready for immediate action.

N all current discussions of the substi- 

tution of useful work for direct relief, 

the elimination of railroad grade cross- 
ings is given an important place. It offers 
a large number of small, widely-distributed 
projects within easy reach of the main cen- 
ters of unemployment. It offers a com- 
paratively large amount of hand work. Out- 
side urban centers, it requires a relatively 
small amount of preparatory work, and, un- 
der suitable legislative authorization, it can 
be prosecuted quickly. 

Moreover, as a general rule, there is no 
doubt about the usefulness of eliminating 
grade crossings. The high toll of deaths 
and injuries from grade crossing accidents 
answers the question. Every separation of 
grades adds a bit to the safety of highway 
transportation. With the development of 
lighter and speedier trains, the interest of 
the railroads in the elimination of grade 
crossings becomes more acute. In fact, the 
new era in railroad transportation, which 
many people think is imminent, is in no 
small degree dependent on the removal of 
the grade crossing hazard. 

The work of separating grades has been 
going on slowly over a long period of years, 
but until last year, it was more than offset 
by the creation of new grade crossings as 
a result of the building of more public 
roads. According to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, last year was the first 
ir. which there was a net decrease in the 
number of grade crossings in the country. 

* * . 


There is so much lag in the law that most 
legislation concering the elimination of 
grade crossings is, in the words of Thomas 
H. MacDonald, chief of the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads, “dominated by ideas carried over 
from the days of the horse-drawn vehicle.” 
The laws were drawn largely with the idea 
of imposing the responsibility on the rail- 
roads. In later years, many state laws 
have provided for the allocation of the costs 
of grade crossing elimination as between the 
railroad, on one side, and the state and lo- 
cality, on the other, according to fixed per- 
centages. The railroad usually is required 
to pay about half the cost. Much mental 
energy has been expended over long years 
on the problem of allocation of costs. 

Whatever may be the merits and pleas- 
ures of trying to determine how much the 
railroads should pay for removing grade 
crossings, this type of thinking has not led 
to satisfactory results. 

While the argument has been proldnged 
over years, people have been killed or in- 
jured by thousands in grade crossing acci- 
dents. The railroads have been either un- 
willing or unable to spend the money neces- 
Sary to do the job—and in the last several 
years, financial inability has been an over- 
whelming obstacle, 

Among the little-known innovations in the 
National Industrial Recovery Act, passed 
in the spring of 1933, was the acceptance of 
@ new principle concerning the elimination 
of grade crossings. In the highway section 
of Title II of that act, the problem was ap- 
proached from the standpoint of safety to 
highway traffic, without any qualifications. 
This, according to Government officials, is 
the first time that any law concerning grade 
crossing elimination has placed the public 
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safety securely above the argument over 
allocation of costs. 

Part of the $400,000,000 authorized by the 
act for expenditure under the Federal High- 
way Act was made available for “the elimi- 
nation of hazards to highway traffic,” among 
which were enumerated the elimination of 
grades at crossings, the reconstruction of 
existing railroad grade crossing structures, 
the relocation af highways to eliminate rail- 
road grade crossings and “the construction 
of facilities to improve accessibility and the 
free flow of traffic.” 

The removal of grade crossings formed 
only a minor part of the $400,000,000 high- 
way program. Nevertheless, the elimination 
of 483 grade crossings, at a total cost of 
approximately $22,200,000, was undertaken. 

In June, 1934, an additional $200,000,000 
was appropriated for highways, and the 
use of a substantial part of this money for 
crossing elimination was made obligatory. 


How much could wisely be spent on the 
elimination of grade crossings? The answer 
obviously does not lie in taking the huge 
total of grade crossings and multiplying it 
by $25,000 or $50,000 or $75,000, or whatever 
may be estimated as the average cost. A 
large number of grade crossings are on 
branch railroad lines which have light traf- 
fic and dubious futures. A large number 
of grade crossings on important lines ac- 
commodate lanes and secondary roads 
which can be closed if it is determined to 
eliminate all grade crossings on main lines. 
Many crossings of important highways and 
important railroad lines can be eliminated 
by the relocation of highways. 

The Bureau of Public Roads estimates 
that in recent years three crossings have 
been eliminated by the relocation of high- 
ways for every crossing that has been elimi- 
nated by going under or over railroad 
tracks. Relocation of roads and consolida- 
tion of crossings is obviously more sensible 
and less costly than the construction of 
overpasses Or underpasses at intervals of 
one mile. 

The number of grade crossings that ought 
to be removed perhaps cannot be deter- 
mined until railroad transportation and 
highway transportation have been more per- 
fectly co-ordinated. Such co-ordination 
would eliminate a good many branch lines. 

More detailed studies of the whole prob- 
lem are now being made by the railroad 
companies and by the Bureau of Public 
roads. However, the bureau estimates tenta- 
tively that there are between 2000 and 3000 
major grade crossings of highways and 
railroads which should be eliminated as 
quickly as possible. The preliminary esti- 
mate of the cost of removing these crossings 
is between $200,000,000 and $250,000,000. The 
bureau has estimated that this money could 
be spent within a very short period, prob- 
ably within the next fiscal year. By then, 
further study should reveal how many more 
crossings definitely should be marked for 
elimination. 

In contrast to many other proposed pub-

Usually, therefore, 
it wins a heavy percentage. In 
1932 it won 91 per cent; in 1930, 77 
per cent; and in 1929, 82 per cent. 
But under Homer Cummings and 
J. Crawford Biggs the pereentage 
dropped to 44 per cent. 

The inescapable fact is that Cum- 
mings, an excellent Jawyer himself, 
has failed to hire the best men to 
Support him. Compare the briefs 
filed in the days of Harry Daugh- 
ertx:s alleged Justice Department 
scandals and the days of the New 
Deal. According to many lawyers, 
the briefs written under Daugh- 
erty were better.

TELLS OF PROBLEMS 
OF THE WORKING GIRL 


Miss Claudia Lide of Y. W. C_ 
A. Says 5800 Applied for 
Employment in 1933. 


More than 5800 women and girls 
applied for employment aid at the 
Y. W. C. A. last year, Miss Claudia 
Lide, employment secretary of the 
Y. W. C. A, said in an address be- 
fore the Ministerial Alliance yes- 
terday at Third Baptist Church, 
Grand and Washington boulevards. 

Discussing the problems of the 
working girl, Miss Lide stressed 
the need for proper allocation of 
work. “Many girls are working in 
occupations for which they are not 
suited by disposition, education or 
training,” she said. “When work 
is difficult, the girl is under strain, 
nervous and mental, and injures he: 
health and efficiency. 


“Many girls must do without 
lunch to keép up with the modern 
demands of dress. When salaries 
are small, careful planning is re- 
quired to maintain an appearance.” 

She described the attitude of em- 
ployers to the working girl and said 
it was necessary for many girls to 
relinquish positions because they 
were expected to go out with mar- 
ried employers. 

Home problems impair work, she 
said. Often a girl cannot devote her 
full strength and ability to her 
work because of domestic tasks and 
worries. If she is required to sup- 
port a family, her efficiency is im- 
paired by lack of relaxation and 
rest. 

Girls from small towns, seeking 
work in the city, face many diffi- 
culties, she said. Many are not 
qualified for a position, their sav- 
ings dwindle; they drift from city 
to city, often hitch-hiking, and f:- 
nally are stranded, 

Miss Lide was in France with the 
Red Cross during the war. She is 
a member of the St. Louis Chapter 
of-the American Association of So- 
cial Workers and a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the St. Louis 
Vocational Guidance Association.

Total Cash Returns for Year Ex- 
pected to Be Above 
$6,100,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 — Cash 
income of farmers from farm prod- 
ucts sales in Nov., 1934, was esti- 
mated by the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics today to have de- 
clined $142,000,000 from October. 

Income from sale of products wae 
set at $488,000,000 compared with 
the revised estimate of $630,000,000 
in October and $512,000,000 in Nov., 
1933. 

The total cash income during 
November was brought up to $561,- 
000,000 by Government benefit and 
other payments. The estimate of 
farm income for December was 
from $450,000,000 to $475,000,000. 
These figures pointed toward a to- 
tal income for the year of between 
$6,100,000,000 and $6,125,000,000, or 


slightly more than the $6,000,000,- 
000 estimated in August.

George E. Marchand Rents 
Municipal Opera House for 
Six Night Lectures. 


George E. Marchand, who styles 
himself “America’s Famous Maker 
of Successful Men and Women,” is 
in St. Louis again. He has rented 
the Municipal Auditorium Opera 
House for six nights for a total fee 
of $2100, all preparatory to enlist- 
ing for his paid lecture course a new 
batch of prospective successes in 
life and business, 
No altruistic enterprise is the 
Marchand series of lecturés, but a 
money-making course, with the lec- 
turer on the receiving end. After 
Marchand had given nine lectures 
here in March, 1927, a follower of his 
plan of turning out successful men 
and women reported that the lectur- 
er had cleared $48,000. 

Free Introductory Offer. 
The Marchand campaign begins 
tomorrow night when—admission 
free—St. Louisans may hear the 
first lecture. Here they may hear 
how Marchand can, in the words of 
his advertisements, “get more 
money for your ability—increase 
your sales and income—have 100 per 
cent more confidence in yourself— 
become more successful in business 
and in life,” 
It’s all done by increasing the self- 
confidence of the man or woman 
who doesn’t quite believe in his or 
her own latent ability. But after 
the first lecture it’s done for a fee 
—no more free admissions. 
In 1927, three hundred of the 
1200 who heard the first free, lec- 
ture, returned to later talks and 
paid the fee. At that time it was 
$25 for the “primary course,” and 
an additional $15 for an “advanced 
course.” Everybody who heard the 
lecture also had a chance to join 
the Marchand Club—at $5 a year 
—with the privilege of spreading 
the word when Marchand was 
ready to come to town again. 
1927 Series His Third Here . 
The 1927 lectures, the third series 
he gave in St. Louis, were care- 
fully exploited. Advance agents 
visited small towns in the St. Louis 
area distributing posters and cir- 
culars. Merchants were advised to 
take the time off to learn how to 
increase their profits. Those who 
did so heard the free lecture in 
which Marchand did little more 
than hint at the mysteries he was 
to unfold later to cash customers. 
After developing the possibilities 
of the course with a peppy sales 
talk on the opportunities for mon- 
ey-making in business, he turned 
his audience over to brisk assist- 
ants who began taking signatures 
on the dotted line. 
The information which Marchand 
left in St. Louis on that visit, ac 
cording to his sales literature, in- 
cluded his observations on: “The se- 
cret of all human actions and pas- 
sions; expressing your money-mak- 
ing ideas; finding the ‘pay streak 
in you; how to accomplish 10 times 
more; how to X-ray men and wom- 
en, with your eyes; confidence, 
poise, popularity, power; picking a 
winner, secrets of a happy married 
life; supreme life and health; Wall 
street methods; marketing your 
ability for the highest prices; short- 
est and quickest ways to turn your 
ability into cash.’ 
Marchand in his pamphlets ae- 
scribes himself as a “member of the 
United States Supreme Court Bar,” 
which means he is licensed to prac- 
tice in that tribunal. All lawyers 
are eligible for such a license. Fol- 
lowers of his 1927 lectures were un- 
der the impression he was once 


|“some kind of an official in the

Dr. H. K. Hayes and Dr. E. 
C. Stakman have named their new 
hybrid grain “Thatcher wheat.” Two 
thousand bushels of it were dis- 
tributed in Minnesota last year. 

Not only is the new wheat rust 
resistant, but its bread quality, says 
Dr. Hayes, is believed to be the 
equa] of that of Marquis wheat. 
Dr. Hayes believes Thatcher wheat 
would be equally rust resistant in 
other states. The new hybrid, he 
says, yields 10 to 20 per cent more 
than other wheats grown in the 
Red River Valley. 

Plant breeders first crossed Mar- 
quis with Iumillo Durum, undesir- 
able for bread purposes but very 
resistant to stem rust. It was sev-

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Delegating of Powers Condemned 


Figures in California Divorce Suit 


Continued From Page One. 


thority to permit or prohibit it, as 
the person, or board or commis- 
sion, so chosen, may think desira- 
ble. In that view, there would ap- 
pear to be no ground for denying 
a similar prerogative of delegation 
with respect to other subjects of 
legislation. 

“The Constitution provides that 
‘all legislative powers herein grant- 
ed in a Congress of the United 
States, which shall consist of a 
Senate and House of Representa- 
tives. And the Congress is em- 
powered to make all laws which 
shall be necessary and proper for 
carrying into execution its general 
powers.’ 

Not Permitted to Abdicate. 

“The Congress manifestly is not 
permitted to abdicate, or to trans- 
fer to others the essential legisla- 
tive functions with which it is thus 
vested. Undoubtedly legislation 
must often be adapted to complex 
conditions involving a host of de- 
tails with which the National Legis- 
lature cannot deal directly. 

“The Constitution has never been 
regarded as denying to the Congress 
the necessary resources of flexibility 
and practicality, which will enable 
it to perform its function in laying 
down policies and_ establishng 
standards, while leaving to selected 
instrunfentalities the making of 
subordinate rules within prescribed 
limits and the determination of 
facts to which the policy as de- 
clared by the Legislature is to ap- 
ply. Without capacity to give au- 
thorizations of that sort we should 
have the anomaly of a legislative 
power which in many circumstances 
calling for its exertion would be but 
a futility. But the constant recogé 
nition of the necessity and validity 
of such provisions, and the wide 
range of administrative authority 


of them, cannot be allowed to ob- 
scure the limitations of the author- 
ity to delegate, if our constitutional 
system is to be maintained.” 

The Court reviewed in detail pre- 
vious decisions upholding the va- 
lidity of past delegations of legis- 
lative power, from a statute in 1794 
to the radio act of 1927. Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall was quoted to the ef- 
fect that Congress could delegate 
this power “to fill up the details” 
of general provisions made by the 
Legislature. 

“Thus, in every case in which 
the question has been raised,” the 
decision said, “the court has recog- 
nized that there are limits of dele- 
gation which there is no constitu- 
tional authority to transcend. We 
think that Section 9 (C) goes be- 
yond those limits. As to the trans- 
portation of oil production in ex- 
cess of state permission, the Con- 
gress has declared no policy, has 
established no standard, has laid 
down no rule. There is no re 
quirement, no definition of circum- 
stances and conditions in which the 
transportation is to be allowed or 
prohibited. 

“If Section 9 (C) were held valid, 
it would be idle to pretend that 
anything would be left of limita- 
tions upon the power of the Con- 
gress to delegate its law-making 
function. The reasoning of the 
many decisions we have reviewed 
would be made vacuous and their 
distinctions nugatory. Instead of 
performing its law-making func- 
tion the Congress could at will and 
as to such subjects as it chooses 
transfer thut function to the Presi- 
dent or other officer or to an ad- 
ministrative body. The question is 
not of the intrinsic importance of 
the particular statute before us, but 
of the constitutional processes of 
legislation which are an essential 
part of our system of government.” 

No Finding in Order. 

“There is another objection to 
the validity of the prohibition laid 
down by the executive order under 
Section 9 (C). The executive or- 
der contains no finding, no state- 
ment of the grounds of the Pres!- 
dent’s action in enacting the pro- 
hibition. Both Section 9 (C) and 
the executive order are in notable 
contrast with historic practice by 
which declarations of policy are 
made by the Congress and delega- 
tions are within the framework of 
that policy and have relation to 
facts and conditions to be found 
and stated by the President in the 
appropriate exercise of the dele- 
gated authority. 

“If it could be said that from the 
four corners of the statute any 
possible inference could be drawn 
of particular circumstances or con- 
ditions which were to govern the 
exercise of the authority conferred, 
the President could not act validly 
without having regard to those 
circumstances and conditions. And 
findings by him as to the exist- 
ence of the required basis of his 
action would be necessary to sus- 
tain that action, for otherwise the 
case would still be one of an un- 
fettered discretion as the qualifica- 
tion of authority would be inef- 
fectual. 

“The point is pertinent in rela- 
tion to the first section of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act. We 
have said that the first section is 
but a general introduction, that it 
declares no policy and defines no 
standard with respect to the trans- 
portation which is the’ subject of 
section 9 (C). But if from the ex- 
tremely broad description contained 
in that section and the widely dif- 
ferent matters to which the section 
refers, it were possible to derive a 
statement of prerequisites to the 
President’s action under section 9 
(C), it would still be necessary for 
the President to comply with those 
conditions and to show that compli- 
ance as the ground of his prohibi- 
tion. To hold that he is free to se- 
lect as he chooses,from the many 
and various objects generally de- 
scribed in the first section, and 
then to act without making any 
finding with respect to any object 


that he does select, and the circum- 
stances properly related to that ob- 


ject, would be in effect to make the 
conditions inoperative and to invest 
him with an uncontrolled legisla- 


tive power. 


“We are not dealing -with. action 


which has been developed by means. 


which, appropriately belonging to 
the executive province, is not the 
subject of judicial review, or with 
the presumptions attaching to exe- 
cutive action. To repeat, we are 
concerned with the question of the 
delegation of legislative power. If 
the citizen is to be punished for the 
crime of violating a legislative or- 
der of an executive officer, or of a 
board or commission, due process 
of law requires that it shall appear 
that the order is within the au- 
thority of the officer, board or com- 
mission, and, if that authority de- 
pends on determinations of fact, 
those determinations must be 
shown. As the Court said in Wich- 
ita Railroad & Light Co. vs. Public 
Utilities Commission, 260 U. S. 48, 
59: ‘In creating such an adminis- 
trative agency the Legislature, to 
prevent its being a pure delegation 
of legislative power, must enjoin up- 
on it a certain course of procedure 
and certain rules of decision in the 
performance of its function. It is a 
wholesome and necessary principle 
that such an agency must pursue 
the procedure and rules enjoined 
and show a substantial compliance 
therewith to give validity to its ac- 
tion. ‘ When, therefore, such an ad- 
ministrative agency is required as 
a condition precedent to an order 
to make a finding of facts, the 
validity of the crder must rest upon 
the needed finding. If it is lacking, 
the order is ineffective. It is pressed 
on us that the lack of an ex- 
press finding may be supplied by 
implication and by references to the 
averments of the petition invoking 
the action of the cornmission. We 
can not agree to this.’ 

“We cannot regard the President 
as immune from the application of 
these constitutional principles. When 
the President is invested with legis- 
lative authority as the delegate of 
Congress in carrying out a declared 
policy, he necessarily acts under the 
constitutional restriction applicable 
to such a delegation. 

“We see no escape from the con- 
clusion that the executive orders 
of July 11, 1933, and July 14, 1933, 
and the regulations issued by the 
Secretary of the Interior thereun- 
der, are without constitutional au- 
thority.” 


View of Justice Cardozo. 


Justice Cardozo agreed with the 
majority that the code phase of the 
case were moot but he dissented as 
to the constitutionality of Section 
9 (C). 

“I am unable to assent to the con- 
clusion that Section 9 (C) of the 
NIRA, a section delegating to the 
President a very different power 
from any that is involved in the 
regulation of production or in the 
promulgation of a code, is to be 
nullified upon the ground that his 


‘discretion is too broad or for any 
other reason. 

“My point of difference with the 
majority of the Court is narrow, I 
concede that to uphold the delega- 
tion there is need to discover in the 
terms of the act a standard reason- 
ably clear whereby discretion must 
be governed. I deny that such a 
standard is lacking in any respect 
of the prohibitions permitted by this 
section when the act with all its 
reasonable implications is consid- 
ered as a whole.” 

What the standard is becomes a 
pivotal inquiry. 

The dissenting Justice said, “There 
has been no grant to the executive 
of any roving commission to inquire 
into evils and then upon discover- 
ing them, to do anything he 
pleases.” 

The majority opinion filled 23 
printed pages, the minority 12, a 
total of 13,000 words. 


Ickes to Seek New Legislation in 
Effort to Control Oil Production. 


WASHINGTON, Ja 8. — New 
legislation to regulate production 
and shipment of illegally produced 
oil will be sought by Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes as a _ re- 
sult of the Supreme Court de- 
cision holding unconstitutional 
section 9 (C) of the Recovery Act. 
The Secretary, who also is the Oil 
Administrator, said today the deci- 
sion would mean a marked decline 
in oil prices. He added he wouid 
confer immediately with Chairman 
Cole of the House Commerce Sub- 
committee investigating the oil in- 
dustry, but would not draft a bill 
pending action by that group. 


COAL FIRM SEEKS RETRIAL 


21 Alleged Errors Cited in Freeburg 
(Ill.) Picketing Dispute. 

The United Electric Coal Co. 
filed in Federal Court in East St. 
Louis yesterday a petition for re- 
trial] of the suit in which it asked 
an injunction to restrain the Pro- 
gressive Miners’ Union from picket- 
ing its mine at Freeburg, Ill. The 
injunction was denied by Judge 
Wham last Dec. 21. 

The company, in its petition, al-| 
leged 21 points of error in the orig- 
inal trial.

FTER seeing the advance 
guard of spring fabrics on dis- 
ply in the St. Louis stores, a 
needlewoman will be proud to stay 
at home and test her skill. Every 
indication points to gayety. Prints 
and plain colors emphasize bright, 
clear tones.

When floral motifs are used, don’t 
expect them to be conservative, The 
bigger splash that they make on 
a dark background, the higher their 
fashion. To illustrate this trend, 
you will see a morning glory design 
combining violet and white on a 
black background, or a modernistic 
flower spray of yellow and white in 
a dark green setting. The pussy 
willow weave of silk is sharing 
honors now with the crepe textures.

How to Reach the Correct

FTER every duplicate tourna- 
ment, a little body of three or 
four men will advance determined- 
ly on some local or sectional celeb- 
rity, whose opinion, they feel, might 
prove to be of value. The play of 
the hand is rarely involved. That 
can usually be figured out easily 
enough, double dummy. But al- 
though the correct contract on two 
given hands may seem apparent 
enough also, the question is how to 
reach it. 


Here is one of those “How-would- 
you-bid-it?” hands. Six spades or 
six clubs is lay-down. In match- 
point duplicate, the spade contract 
would be more desirable, but even 
the minor suit slam would have 
meant a next to top in a recent 
tournament, as only one pair 
reached the slam. Their bidding 
was atrocious. North dealt, and bid 
one heart. After South’s spade re- 
sponse, North gave an unjustifiable 
skip of three hearts. There was no 
stopping South short of six from 
then on. Some people have a guard- 
ian angel watching over them. 


According to my opinion, the 
hand should be bid @s follows: One 
heart; one spade; two hearts; three 
clubs; three no trumps (1); four 
clubs (2); five spades (3) six 
spades. 

1. Not an exceptionally good bid, 
but South may be trying to force 
the no trump bid into the North 
hand. Since he holds a tenace in 
the off suit, North must accept the 
tentative invitation. 


2. A mild slam try. South knows 
that North holds at least as much 
as he does hold for an opening, 
dealer bid. With a fit in either 
spades or clubs, a slam seems like- 
ly. 

3. Since South has shown two 
five-card suits, the king-queen of 
spades are now more than normal 
support, and North should skip the 
bid. If South holds five spades to 


Apple Turnovers 


Six apples. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup water. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One teaspoon cinnamon.

When stiff dough 
forms press into ball, divide into 
six pieces and roll each piece out 
until one-eighth inch thick. Place 
apples in centers of dough squares 
and bring up dough around apples, 
pinching to hold in place. Prick 
tops and sides. Place in shallow 
pan and bake 25 minutes.

All of which has been hailed 
with rapturous burps and burbles 
from practically the entire human 
race—which seems to me but one 
more proof of our universal asinin- 
ity. 

Now no one appreciates a nice, 
healthy, happy little baby more than 
I do. I have had one myself. I 
am never without three or four 
tucked away inthe household some- 
where. And were I a young woman 
and given my choice of any career 
under heaven, with all possible re- 
wards and glories attached thereto, 
I would still choose to be a mother 
and never for one second regret 
the bargain. 

Obviously, there’s no. nobler or 
more useful citizen than a wise and 
loving mother—nor one more de- 
serving of every honor. But the 
simple physiological fact that a fe- 
male reproduces her kind is no 
guarantee that she is either wise 
or kind, or deserving of the slight- 
est respect. She may be and often 
is both stupid and malicious — 
grossly careless—a domestic blight 
and a public nuisance.

M STEWART, the only woman in 

either house of the Missouri 
Legislature, was beaten by one vote 
two years ago for the seat she 
now occupies, but she came back 
this year in a victorious campaign 
in which she also triumphed over 
Gov. Park and Supreme Court Jus- 
tice C. A. Leedy. 


Mrs. Stewart believes that a po- 
litical campaign should be fought 
along lines of “qualification and 
ability,” but she had to go through 
a good deal of mud slinging in or- 
der to win out. Her opponent, in 
Douglas County along the Arkan- 
sas border, was Representative 
Roger Prentice Weeks, the nom- 
inal author of the bill which pro- 
vided for Missouri’s liquor election 
in 1933. Mr. Weeks who, for po- 
litical purposes, calls himself the 
“Sage of Tarbutton Creek,” is a 
Democrat; Mrs. Stewart. a Kepub- 
lican. , 

The county is normally Repub- 
lican, but, in the hopes of holding 
it Democratic, Gov. 
down to speak for Weeks and Jus- 
tice Leedy made the rounds of the 
communities shaking hands. 

Early in the campaign Repre- 
sentative Weeks accused Mrs. Stew-

Why It Is Wise 
To Stop Eating 


Before Satiety 


Hunger Should Be Appeased, 
But Appetite Should Not 
Be Satisfied.

Not many people know that hun- 
ger is a state of the blood. It takes 
some time—several hours—before 
food digests, assimilates, and enters 
the blood stream, when the feeling 
of hunger at once disappears. That 
is why it is considered wise to stop 
eating while the appetite is not en- 
tirely satisfied. 


The difference between hunger 
and good appetite is only a matter 
of degree. Both sensations are 
probably due to fine muscular 
waves which pass across the stom- 
ach. If the continued absence of 
food induces a state of the blood 
which provokes reflexly very 
strong, rapidly recurring waves, the 
sensation passes from appetite to 
hunger. 


It seems paradoxical that Nature 
should supply us with a greater ap- 
petite than need for food. But this 
quite possibly dates back to the 
days of our ancestors, when food 
was scarce and had to be eaten in 
sufficient quantities to last until 
the next meal, which might not 
prove imminently available. In this 
day and age, when meals are reg- 
ularly forthcoming, overeating is a 
human weakness, and when trouble 
results we can blame no one. except 
ourselves. 


Does good appetite or hunger 
help the digestion of foods? There 
are several factors to this. 


There seems a prevalent belief 
that all white meat is easily di- 
gested. It happens to be true that 
breast of chicken and many kinds 
of fish are quickly digestible, but 
the size of muscle fiber—the small 
and finer, the better—governs the 
digestibility of meat and fish. Lob- 
ster, though white, is of large 
tough fibers and difficult for the 
stomach to handle. Most fish, how- 
ever, is highly nutritious and easily 
digested—though why it has been 
glorified as a brain food is one of 


those phenomena of the human im- 
agination. 


Children, if supplied with an 
abundance of milk and other ani- 
mal food, will not suffer a loss of 
energy if their diet omits meat 
for the reason that meat is a stim- 
ulant which any normal child does 
not require. Too much meat tends 
to make children excitable and rest- 
less at night. A small piece of 
meat, once a day, on the other 
hand, is not harmful to any heal- 
thy child who has reached the age 
where meat has been included in 
his daily rations—about two years, 
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QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 
I. K. S.: “(1) What is the nor 
mal average age of the closing of 
| the anterior fontanelle (the soft 
spot on the top of the head) in 
babies? (2) Does premature clos~- 
ing of this fontanelle indicate pos- 
Sible retarded mental develop- 
ment?” 


Answer: (1) There are two fon- 
tanelles, or soft spots, one in front 
and one towards the back. The one 
towards the back closes at about 
the end of the sixth week or second 
month of life. The one in front 
closes usually somewhere between 
the fifteenth to twentieth months. 
(2) The premature closing has no 
particular significance, but if it re- 
jmains open after the twentieth 
month, it usually means rickets.
